DIVORCED BY WIFE, 

AND HIS BABY LOST, 
He SHOOTS WOMAN 
AND THEN HIMSELF 


Mrs. W. J. Neill Dies at 
Grady Hospital Hour Aft- 
er the Shooting in Carroll- 
ton Apartments, and Neill 
Follows Her Within One 
Hour’s Time. 


AFTER A LONG SEARCH, 
TRACES WOMEN HERE 


BY SENDING TELEGRAM. 


Mrs. E. L. May Tells Story 
of the Tragedy—Husband 
Was Angry Because the 
Baby, Marjorie, Had Been 
Awarded to Mother by the 
Courts. 


Brooding over the loss through the 
divorce court of his 4-year-old baby 
girl, Marjorie, who had been given last 
March by the court to his wife, W. J. 
Neill, a Southern railway employee, 
shot and killed his divorced wife, Effie 
Vermillion Neill, and then put a bullet 
through his brain in the Carrollton 
apartments Saturday afternoon shortly 
before 2 o’clock. Mrs. Neill died at 
the Grady hospital at 3 o'clock and 


Neill at 4 o’clock, where they had been 


rushed by Patterson’s ambulance. 

Mrs. Neill was granted a divorce 
from her former husband March 27, 
and the baby was awarded to her vy 
the divorce decree. She was granted 
her divorce on the grounds of “drunk- 
enness and non-support.” ; 

On March 1 Neill and his little daugh- 
ter disappeared, and the girl wife, with 
the aid of her lifelong friend, Mrs. 
FE. L. May, believing that he had kid- 
mnaped Marjorie, trailed him through 
several cities to Columbia, 8. C., where 
he had fled with the baby. 

Mother Secures Baby. 

‘The two women trailers visited Bir- 
mingham, where Neill and his wife 
were married five years ago, and, with 
the aid of Chief of Police Bodeker, 
learned that Neill had left there for 
the home of his parents in Columbia. 
He was found there, and after another 
long legal fight, was forced to return 
Marjorie to her mother. 

It was then that remorse began to 
take hold of the love-bereaved hus- 
band, and, according to a letter found 
on his person, he lost all hope. 

Believing that her husband would 
kill her, Mrs. Neill, with her friend, 
Mrs. May, fled to Georgia, where she 
sought safety from his threats by rent- 
ing quarters in the Carrollton apart- 
ments, and there they quietly pursued 
the occupation of dressmakers for a 
living. Three weeks ago Neill saw his 
wife and Mrs. May on the streets here, 
end threatened to kill them both. 
Shortly after this meeting Mrs. Neiil 
received a telegram from her divorced 
husband requesting that she send him 
all his old love letters to her. By 
tracing the telegram Neill discovered 
their address in the Carrollton apart- 
ments. 

He went there and hounded thelr 
lives, threatening to kill them both if 
they ever dared to call for assistance 
from the police. 

Visits Apartments Again. 

The women thought that he had left 
the city, not having seen him during 
the last several days, but early Satyr- 
Gay morning, about 7 o’clock, Neill 
visited their apartments again. 

By means of a pass key, which he 
had obtained in some mysterious man- 
ner, he entered the apartments. 

Mrs. May saw him and rushed to 
meet him, giving time for Mrs. Neill 
to conceal herself underneath a couch

“For three hours he 
trying to get me to tell him where his 
wife was,” said Mrs.-May. “All this 
time Effie (Mrs. Neill) was dressed 
only in her night gown, hiding under- 
neath the couch on the back porch. She 
was crying a little, but so infuriated 
was Neill with me, that he did not 
hear her. I prayed aloud to God to 
save me from him, and after torturing 


my soul for three long hours, he left, | 
declaring that he would come back in | 


a few hours, and kill me if I did not 
tell him where Effie had gone.” 

“For fear that he would return at 
any time, Effie and I did not dress, 
but called to Mr. Steele (manager of 
the apartments) to come up and change 
the lock on our door. 

Again Unlocks Door. 

“This was done, but Neill again un- 
locked the door about 1:30 o'clock in 
gome manner, and was on us whiie 
we were, sewing. He raised his pistol 
at his wife. I ran between the two 
and caught hold of him. God knows 
YT did my best to keep him from kill- 
ing poor Effie. He threw me off and 
raised the gun at me. He drove me 
out of the apartment, down the steps 
to the second floor. I told him I was 
going to call the police. 

“He replied that he would kill him- 
self if I did, and then again pointed 
his gun at me. Mr. Steele was in a 
room on the second floor, and he pull- 


| ed me into the room, telling me that 
I would get ‘killed.

‘SHOOTS UP TRAIN 


Two Men and Woman Are 
Wounded—The Attempted 
Hold-Up Occurred in the 
Suburbs of New York. 


New York, July 25.—Two men and 
a woman were shot on a New York, 
New Haven and Hartford express 
train from Boston within the city 
limits tonight in a supposed attempt 
by a youthful “bandit” to hold up the 
passengers. 

With a red bandanna handkerchief 
over his face and brandishing a re- 
volver the youth, who later said _ he 
was Charles S. Parnell, age 24, of 
Brooklyn, rushed from the rear end 
of the last car through the five 
coaches firing indiscriminately. 

After three of his shots had taken 
effect and with passengers and train 
men in hot pursuit as he ran toward 
the front of the train, he reloaded his 
revolver, pulled the emergency cord 
and jumped to the roadbed in an ef- 
fort to escape. 

John Shay, age 23, of New Haven, a 
trainman, was shot in the arm; Austin 
Dyce, a sailor, was shot in the ab- 
domen; Mrs. Bessie Thoresen, age 36, 
of West New Brighton, Staten Island, 
was struck in the cheek by a bullet 
which passed out through the mouth, 
knocking out five teeth. She was sit- 
ting with her husband and two chil- 
dren when the desperado chanced to 
shoot her way. ~

GAS COMPANY HAS 
NEVER GUT RATE 


The fight started the Gas Con- 
sumer’s League to force the Atlanta 
Gas Light company to reduce its pres- 
ent flat “dollar” gas rate to eighty 
cents, was enlivened yesterday by the 
publication in The Constitution of com- 
parative figures showing that Atlanta 
is one of three cities out of twenty- 
one selected at random which is pay- 
ing a higher rate than ninety cents. 

R. C. Turner, city electrician and 
one of the leaders in Consumer's 
League, is a vigorous denunciation of 
the Atlanta Gas Light company rate, 
declared that the only solution of the 
problem lies in municipal ownership 
of a gas and electric light plant. 

lias Never Reduced Rate. 

‘If there is’any doubt in the minds 
of the people that they are not get- 
ting a square deal the Atlanta 
Gas Light company all they have to do 
is to look over the reports of the com- 
pany.” Turner sald. “Atlanta has 
been at the mercy of the company for 
twenty-five years, and not at any time 
during that period has the company 
reduced the rate or even improved 
the quality of gas any apprecia- 
ble extent. 

“Municipal ownership is the only so- 
lution of the problem. If the gas 
company won't reduce the rate let the 
city establish its own plant and man- 
ufacture gas for less than fifty cents. 
It will then be possible for the city to 
charge a rate of say sixty-five cents 
for operating expenses and deprecia- 
tion of machinery and other things.”

Urge Name Candler. 


Methodist leaders all over the coun- 
try are urging that the university be 
named after Asa G. Candler, who gave 
$1,000,000 to endow the institution. 

In connection with the gift of Mr. 
Candler, the following comment ap- 
pears in the current issue of The Man- 
ufacturers’ Record: 

The gift by Asa G. Candler of $1,000,000 
to the university of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church, south, founded at Atlanta last 
week. with donations for its permanent $5,- 
000,000 fund, now aggregating $1,528,000, is 
one of the most significant facts of 
century in connection with southern educa- 
tion. The gift is a generous one, larger, we 
believe, than any gift of the kind in one 
sum made in life by any other native of a 
state south of the Potomac. It is a prac- 
tical gift, the full effect of which can not 
now be measured. But its chief value is the 
emphasis given by it on two main lines. 

It is, in the first place, a dramatic sug- 
gestion to men of wealth in the south to 
make, while they are alive, the kind of 
investment best calculated to bring the 
greatest returns to their section. The 
south has been accumulating wealth rapid- 
ly in the past twenty-five or thirty years. 
From corporations of all kinds alone it now 
has an annual income of nearly $630,000,000. 
It is producing every year $3,900,000,000 in 
factories, $3,500,000,000 in agriculture, $700,- 
000,000 in forestry and $400,000,000 in min- 
ing. Since 1880 it has added $18,000,000,000 
to its property values of $9,177,000,000, prac- 
tically trebling those values. Out of the 
abundance thus created have been made 
some large gifts-to education, notably those 
of Hopkins, Rice, Duke and Tulane, while 
the people as a whole have spent about $1,- 
000,000,000 upon the common schools. But 
there have not been as many individual gifts 
in large sums as conditions have warrant- 
ed. Too few southern men who have suc- 
ceeded in material things have been alert 
to divert part of their surplus into the right 
educational channels for greater produc- 
tion and higher benefits. The explanation 
is easy.

What Will Russia De? 

The vital question to Furope is 
whether Russia will come to the rescue 
of her little Slav brother. involving the 
other powers and making of the war a 
dread struggle of Slav against Teuton 
for European supremacy. 

Reports from St. Petersburg say that 
the Russian army is mobilizing but it 
is to be remembered that Russia mob- 
ilized several corps when Austria an- 
nexed Bosnia, and the German em- 
peror, stepping to the side of his ally, 
as was said, “in shining armor, put a 
veto on Russian intervention. 

Austria and Servia are both mobiliz- 
ing, but the silence of. all the dis- 
patches on the subject of military prep- 
aration indicates clearly that an iron- 
clad censorShip has been established in 
both. countries. 

The Servian position is understool to 
be that any government which yielded 
to such demands as Austria’s could not 
last: even the dynasty would be im- 
perilled. Servia’s little ally, Montene- 
gro, seems determined to cast its lot 
with its cousin in war. 

Servian partisans abroad advance the 
theory that Austria has made up her 
mind to dispose of her neighbor which 
has long been a thorn in her side and 
has chosen to strike a decisive blow at 
a moment when the nations of the 
triple entente are handicapped by home 
troubles—Russia with a great strike, 
France with apolitical upheaval and 
Great Britain with a threatened civi] 
war in Ulster.

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Sorghum With Peas. 


(From The Progressive Farmer.) | 

This is from Mississippi: “What is 
the best sorghum to sow with peas, 
and what are the best peas.for hay” 
What is best to plant in places where 
the bermuda grass is too thick to kill 
it out?” 

I would not sow sorghum nor any- 
thing like it with peas for hay. We 
want the pea hay for its high protein 
content and do not need to lessen this, 
and the sorghums will not make it any 
easier to cure the hay. Peas and soy 
beans mixed half and half will make 
vou a good forage crop. In your sec- 
tion the Unknown pea and the Mam- 
moth Yellow soy bean will do well to- 
gether. The Clay pea is also good for 
hay. Peas sown very thickly will 
smother out bermuda better than any- 
thing else. Last week I was looking 
at a corn field where there are large 
patches of bermuda, and I noticed that 
in the bermuda patches the corn was 
stronger and better than anywhere 
else. Bermuda makes us work faster 
in a hoed crop, but I have often no- 
ticed that it does not seem to hurt 
corn at all where the farmer keeps up 
the cultivation. In fact, bermuda is a 
great improver of the soil in furnish- 
ing a great deal of humus-making ma-

Will Go to Any Extreme to 
Prevent Downfall of Little 
Slav State—Russian Army 
in Readiness. 


Petersburg, July 25.—Orders for 
prompt mobilization of the Rus- 
Sian army Were expected today as a 
result of the calling of the council] of 
ministers, presided over by the em- 
peror of Russia and held at the palace 
of Peterhof early today: 

From present indications Russia ap- 
pears prepared to go to any extremes 
rather than tolerate the downfall of 
Servia.

Some of the 
boys and girls brought butter, potatoes, 
etc., which was sold at the market, the 
funds going to the association. In all 
we made about $1090. 

We bought beautiful 
scenery for our large stage, 
lights for the auditorium 
which made them look ffearly as light 
as day.

QUARREL OF JUDGES 
RESULTS IN CHALLENGE 


Paris, July 25.—A challenge to a 
duel was sent today by Judge Louis 
Albamel, presiding judge of the court 
trying Madame Henriette Caillaux for 
the wilfull murder of Gaston Calmette, 
to Judge Louis Dagoury, one of the 
three other judges sitting on the 
bench with him. 

The quarrel between the two judges 
arose out of an incident which oc- 
curred at the palace of justice late 
last night, the nature of which could 
not be ascertained. 

The seconds appointed by Judge Al- 
banel are General Jules Dalstein, 
former military governor of Paris, and 
Emile Bruneau de Laborie. 

When the discussion concerning the 
reading of Mme. Gueydan’s letters 
seeme to be going unfavorably for 
the defense during yesterday's session 
of Mme. Caillaux’s trial, Judge ~Al- 
banel announced there would be a re- 
cess. The Figaro affirms today that 
Judge Dagoury then said in low tones: 

“You dishonor us, sir.” 

The two judges, after yesterday 
morning’s adjournment, went into their 
private room and engaged in a heated 
discussion, it was said. Eventually 
Judge Dagoury admitted he had said 
more than he had meant to say and 
apologized. Maitre Henri-Robert, La- 
bori and Chenu intervened as peace- 
makers and the incident was regarded 
as closed. Today, however, a report 
of it was made public on the front 
page of the Figaro, which left Judge 
Albanel no option but to send his sec- 
onds to his colleague.

MEDIATION HAS FAILED: 


OREAT STRIKE IS FEARED 


55,000 Engine Men on 98 
Western Roads Prepar- 
ing to Go Out. 


Chicago, July 25.—After announc- 
ing that mediation had failed to bring 
the representatives of the  ninety- 
eight western railroads and their en- 
gine crews, numbering 55,000 men, 
any nearer a settlement, the federal 
commissioners tonight sought an ad- 
justment along new lines. 

Just what the latest suggestion of 
the government mediators is, none of 
the parties involved would say. 

A week ago officials of the  en- 
gineers and firemen asserted they 
would give the railroads a week to 
make concessions and if they were 
not forthcoming action would be 
taken to enforce the demands of the 
men. The week expired today. The 
men have agreed to confer with the 
mediators a few days more, but it is 
reported they already have started 
preparations for a strike. 

The announcement of 
the negotiations was made by G. W. 
W. Hangar, member of the federal 
board of mediation, who said: 

“It has been apparent for the last 
few days that the question could not 
be settled by mediation and the board 
therefore is trying to effect a work- 
ing basis by which both’ sides will 
consent to arbitration.”

FOR TRAIN ROBBERS 


Country Between New Or- 
leans and Mobile Scoured 
for Men Who Held Up 
L. & N. Limited. 


New Orleans, July 25.—The police 
today spread a dragnet for Alfred E. 
Oliver, whose photograph P. H. Potter, 
conductor of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville limited train, which was held up 
last night, today positively identified 
as that of the bandit who shot and 
killed Flagman Thomas Eglin during 
the robbery. Potter said there could 
be no mistake about the identification, 
as he plainly saw the man when he 
relieved him of $16.50, which proved 
to be the bulk of the loot the robber 
obtained. 

Oliver, although only 20 years of 
age, has had a spectacular career. In 
September, 1913, he and Clarence Boat- 
wright planned to hold up the same 
train. On the night before they ex- 
pected to do the work. Boatwright be- 
came conscience stricken and told the 
police of the whole plan. Both were 
held on charges of conspiracy to com- 
mit -a felony, but were released on 
bond. Boatwright later pleaded guilty 
and received a short sentence. 

He Jumped His Bail. 

Oliver jumped his bail and within 
a few weeks was arrested on a charge 
of burglary and placed in jail at Bay 
St. Louis, Miss. He escapéd and was 
captured, but again he got away and 
has been at large since. 

The bodv of Eglin was brought here 
today and then taken to his home af 
Ocean Springs, Miss. 

The polite arrested two young men 
who gave their names as Loney and 
Homer Vance. They said they were 
brothers and reside at 265 St. Manuel 
street, Mobile. Homer Vance conforms 
somewhat to a description given of one 
of the robbers, but the police here do 
not attach much importance to the ar- 
rests. The two men say they came to 
New Orleans today on a pleasure (trip. 
They will be held pending receipts of 
information from Mobile. 

Mobile Being Searched. 

Mobile, Ala... July 25.—A posse of 
deputy sheriffs and special Louisville 
and Nashville agents are scouring the 
river front in the southeastern part 
of the city for two men who jumped 
from a freight train and are said to 
tally with the description of the men 
wanted for the hold-up of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville train No. 38 near 
Néw Orleans and killed Flagman Tom 
Kiglin.

When 
the train stopped at Mobile, practical- 
ly every passenger was up and fully 
dressed and several hundred gathered 
on the station platform. Many had 
retired before the robbery took place, 
but were not long in leaving their 
berths. 

Flag No. 2, He Cried. 

Flagman Eglin, with his almost 
dying breath, after being shot in the 
stomach, dragged himself into the car, 
saying, “No. 2 is behind us. For God's 
sake flag No. 2 or we will all be kill- 
ed.” No. 2 was due to leave New Or- 
leans directly following the limited, 
and Flagman Eglin gave thought to 
safety of others, although in his death 
agony. Mrs. Dan Booth. wife of a dis- 
abled Louisville and Nashville engineer, 
who was aboard, gave the dying man as 
much comfort as possibly, following 
the disappearance of the bandits. 
Booth, who had a broken arm, asked 
someone to break a torpedo and g0 
back with him to flag the train, which 
was done. The held-up train was on 
a curve and disaster doubtless would 
have followed but for Eglin’s thought 
in the hour of extremes.

Washington, July 25.—Appointment 
ofan American financial expert for the 
Dominican repwblic and an improve- 
ment of conditions there are expected 
to remove the most threatening fea- 
tures of the situation which has been 
promising to force armed intervention 
by the United States.

These four points were the bones of 
contention atthe meeting of the “fed- 
erals’” held in ‘Atlanta the first part 
of the present month. 

They object forcibly to these rules 
and Vanderbilt and Tech followed their 
objection by resigning from the asso- 
ciation,

Another question has arisen. Will

These questions are almost as im-

One of the new rules 
was that in every city where there are 
a number of motorcycle riders, who are 
members of the organization, will have 
the protection of a local attorney who 
will take care of the various troubles 
that will probably arise, and in any 
case the holder of a card of membership 
in the Federation of American Motor- 
cyclists has the privilege of consulting 
with this attorney without cost. This 
will prove of great value to riders in 
case of unjust legislation, or where the 
rider has been run down by an auto- 
mobile, or any of the various accidents 
that take place. In addition to this 
throughowt the country everyiwhere 
registered F. A. M, repair shops will be 
the practicable headquarters of the 
local riders, where special privileges 


will be granted them in the way of 
conoessions in prices. One of the most 
important changes, however, was that 
covering the rules of endurance and 
road contests. A committee has been 
formed who will work along with 
Chairman Donovan, of the competition 
committee, drafting a new set of rules 
that will govern all road contests in 
such a manner that every feature ‘will 
be covered that will eliminate all 
squabbles and discussions. This was 
brought about by the fact that the con- 
test held last Christmas at Savannah 
was badly mixed up, and also the recent 
contest between Birmingham and At- 
lanta, both by the same referee, who 
made rules of his own and changed 
them without notifying all of the con- 
testants Under the present manage- 
ment of the Federation of American 
Motorcyclists it would be to the ad- 
vantage of every dealer and rider of 
motorcycles to become a member, as so 
many protections will be offered that 
not to become a member would be a 
severe loss to the individual.

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HINTS FOR TIRE USERS 
BY GUODYEAR GUMPANY 


Find That Most Serious Vari- 
ation in Pressure Is Due 
to Leakage. 


“To judge the air pressure in a tire 
by its look or feel is, at best, a very 
poor makeshift,” says the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber company, Akron, 
Ohio. “For a motorist to be without 
a pressure gauge is very much like 
the carpenter trving to work without 
a rule.” 

Following its policy of co-operation 
with tire users in all possible ways, the 
Goodyear company has been issuing of 
late a number of hints on the care and 
preservation of tires, so that the ut- 
most mileage can be obtained The 
supposition that the heating of the air 
in a tire by the sun or pavement in 
hot weather brings about a dangerous 
pressure has been exploded by a prac- 
tical test, and it has been shown that 
for a motorist to lower his air pres- 
sure because the sun is hot actually 
injures the tire far more than any 
possible Increase of pressure could. The 
reason for this is that the heat caused 
the flexing of an under-inflated tire 
destroys the tire much more rapidly 
than the average motorist realizes. 

The most serious variation in tire 
pressure is caused by leaking. This is 
not constant, being dependent on the 
weather and other conditions of use. 
In a careful test by Goodyear men of 
their own tires and tires of other 
makes, it was determined that leakage 
occurred on an average of 20 pounds 
per week, this being mostly due to the 
condition of valves. 

It may be taken as a safe rule to 
follow that the man who Inflates his 
tires to the proper pressures, following 
the inflation tables issued by the tire 
companies, will obtain far more mile- 
age than the man who rides his tires 
under-inflated. The greatest danger to 
tires is under-inflation, and not over- 
inflation. Goodyear tires have fre- 
quently, in experimental ways, been 
inflated to pressures higher than 390 
pounds, and in each of these instances 
the rim itself gave way and the tire 
remained intact. 


HARDER USE OF AUTOS 
IN EUROPE THAN HERE 


Head of Studebakers Finds 
That American Cars Stand 
Up Well, However. 


by 


Vice President Heaslet, head of the 
Studebaker corporation’s engineering 
department, just home from a two 
months’ study of the European auto- 
mobile industry, calls attention to the 
surprising fact that automobiles are 
to withstand much harder 
service in Europe than in America. 

“T had always understood that, be- 
cause of the excellent roads in Europe, 
foreign demands were less rigorous for 
enduring qualities like those that are 
necessary in America,” Mr. Haslett 
stated, in telling of his experiences.- 

“T find, however, that drivers take 
advantage of the good roads, which are 
found everywhere, and drive at a speed 
only seen in America On race tracks. 

“IT was amazed to note the service 
expected of the Studebaker ‘Six’ and 
‘Four’ in Europe, and was naturally 
pleased to see the manner.in which 
they stand up. I toured a large section 
of Europe with our Dresden, Germany, 
dealer, and fo: hours at a time he 
drove from 49 o 50 miles an hour with 
the throttle wide open. Such continued 
speed is never seen in America, and it 
is a terrific strain ona motor. Of 
course, the roads are good, but driving 
as they do in Europe is a test few 
cars can withstand for long. Amer- 
ican cars stand up splendidly under 
these gruelling drives, and are gain- 
ing a stronger hold in Europe every 
year.” 

While abroad, Mr. Heaslet made his 
headquarters at the Studebaker store 
in London. He spent some time in the 
leading factories of England, where 
he found the manufacturers deeply i 
terested in American methods. 
though he went away to study, he 
spent the greater part of his time an- 
swering questions, so eager were the 
manufacturers to learn how it was 
possible for American manufacturers 
to build a quality car at the prices 
which rule here. 

The tendency in Europe, Mr. Heaslet 
found, is toward greater comfort. and 
American body designers have some- 
thing to learn abroad. American man- 
ufacturers build a better chassis, how- 
ever, and the lightweight cars still 
“stand up” better than cars built in 
Kurope. Foreign cars are built lower. 
and have not so much road clearance, 
but American manufacturers cannot 
build lower until roads are better. 

As soon as American roads are im- 
proved as they are in Europe, Mr. 
Heaslet says, American and Furopean 
standards will become more nearly 
identical, and this result, he believes. 
will be more to the advantage of 
American manttfacturers than to those 
of the old world, as American makers 
will then be able to build a quality 
car which more nearly comes up to 
EHuropean ideals, and at a price with 
which foreign manufecturers cannot 
compete.

ONG JOURNEY MADE 
BY FORD TOURING CAR

July 25.—(Special.)— 
AFord touring car, dust-covered and 
with motor humming sturdily, recent- 
ly drew up to the big Administration 
building at Detroit. Bright pennants, 
inscribed with the names of cities vis- 
ited en route, gave a holiday dress to 
the machine, and marked the itinerary 
of a long journey—each one a service 
chevron. 

The car contained R. W. Gray, his 
wife and two children, of El Centro, 
Cal. Detroit was the half-way point 
in a round trip of 5,300 miles. Eighteen 
days was the actual running time for 
the first half of the journey. 

“The only difficulty which we had 
en route.”’ said*Mr. Gray, “was in being 
hauled across rivers where bridges 
had been washed away. We were 
obliged to lay over in Roswell, N, M., 
and Plainview, Texas, on account of 
the rain. At South Canadian, Okla, 
where a bridge had disappeared, we 
loaded the car on a wagon and had it 
hauled across the river by four mules. 
Near Brawley, Cal, is the big sand 
stretch known as the Mammoth Wash. 
This is a bad spot for automobiles, 
and most cars require assistance to 
get through—in fact, one individual 
makes a business. and an excellent 
revenue hauling cars across this 
stretch. This ‘helping hand’ followed 
us with proffers of aid and premoni- 
tions of disaster, but the little Ford 
Pulled through without a halt.” 

The party carried a complete camp- 
ing outfit, and at the close of each 
day’s run the tent was unstrapped from 
its carrying place at the back of the 
car, the stove unslung from the run- 
ning board, and the meal was soon 
cooking merrily. Good camping places 
were numerous, and but very few 
nights were spent under the cover of 
a conventional roof.

VISALIA ROAD RACE 


With a crowd of 25,000 spectators 
llining the course, an Overland car 
won the Fourth of July 150-mile free- 
for-all road race at Visalia, Cal. The 
Overland defeated a fleld of fifteen 
cars, the majority of which were built 
especially for racing, entered for the 
cash price of $1,000 offered to the 
winner.

Earlier in the year, a car 
entered by the same concern won from 
a large field in the annual 100-mile 
race on the Fresno oval. The victory 
was followed by a number of success- 
ful speed trials, in which the competi- 
tion for honors was keen.

Overland company has never built a 
racing car, and in no way encourages 
the sport, the Cobb-Evans company 
repeatedly has won speed events on 
the Pacific coast.

SHOWS MUCH HEAT 


In His Latest Card to the 
Public He Says He Is 
Tired of Governor Slaton’s 
Insinuations. 


In his last card, Congressman Thom- 
as W. Hardwick shows quite plainly 
that he is angry. He tells Governor 
Slaton that he is tired of the insinua- 
tions of improper dealings with ex- 
press companies, and brands certain 
Statements of the governor as false- 
hoods. His card in full follows: 

“Mr. Slaton’s cards grow longer but 
not stronger. He first runs away from 
the real, short-arm debate that his con- 
duct and his cards invited. He now 
runs away from the merits of the only 
real issue that he sought to raise, and 
absolutely faiis and -refuses to let the 
people of Georgia know where he 
stands on the question that he raised 
himself. My position on that question 
is perfectly plain. In the beginning, 
and as a first step, I favored the rural 
routes parcel post. I agreed to the 
compromise represented by the present 
law, with its weight limit of 20 pounds, 
upon all packages that travel over 
150 miles, and with the postage deter- 
mined both by the weight of the pack- 
age and the distance it travels. If sent 
to the senate, | do not propose a repeal 
or change of this law, but | am un- 
alterably opposed to the extension of 
the system beyond its present limits 
for the reasons I have already given, 
and any statement or insinuation from 
Mr. Slaton, or anvone else, that one 
of those ‘reasons is any interest, real 
or fancied, of the express companies is 
a bare-faced, and I believe, intentional 
misrepresentation. 

A Live Issue. 

“Now, what is Slaton’s 
cannot tell from his cards. If he knows 
himself he seems unable or unwilling 
to tell the people. This is a live issue 
in congress now, and is destined to 
be one in the senate when Georgia's 
new senator takes his seat Let Mr. 
Slaton, for once in his life, quit dodg- 
ing and side-stepping and let the pub- 
lic know- exactly where he stands, how 
far, to what extent, and in what man- 
ner he would change.the existing law. 
What. limit of weight he would put 
upon the parcels, and what system of 
charges he would have. Let him an- 
sewer, fairly, and squarely, the seven 
questions, most of them on this sub- 
ject, with which I concluded my last 
Sunday's card, and then the public can 
determine precisely what issue there 
is between us in this matter. 
' “Mr. Slaton'’s earnest desire to de- 
stroy the money octopus, root and 
branch, is most touching, and doubt- 
less fully as sincere as touching. Since 
he has become so ardent in his chase 
of that great octopus, it will doubt- 
less console him to learn that among 
the objections I had to the currency 
bill, as it passed the fhouse, was my 
fear «mat it provided for too great a 
consolidation of the banking interests 
of the country, and was, in reality, too 
near a central bank. Therefore, Mr. 
Slaton, now so ardent in his chase of 
the money octopus, ought to applaud 
me rather. than criticise me for my 
course. But I am afraid I simply can- 
not please him. 

As to Sugar Committee. 

"In the name of President Wilson, I 
am sure that I ought to thank Mr. Sla- 
ton, and I do, for his valiant efforts to 
cafry the state democratic convention 
at Macon for President Wilson, and 
for the Spartan fortitude with which 
he left a sick bed to carry Georgia for 
him—the night before the election.

“Mr. Slaton does not seem to have a 
high opinion of the work of the sugar

made.’ 

“He seems concerned about the print- 
ing at the government printing office, 
atthe expense of awitness, the testi- 
mony of that witness before the ways 
and means committee of the house of 
representatives. [I am sorry that he 
seems unable to comprehend that this 
did not cost the people of the United 
States, or the government, one penny. 
Italso seems to him little short of a 
crimethatany proponent of free sugar 
should have had printed and distrib- 
uted any epeech of mine in congress for 
free sugar. In that respect, he seems

Address on Tax Equaliza- 
tion Law Brings Many 
Converts — Judge Harris 
Also Speaks. 


Elberton, Ga., July 25.—(Special. )—A 
crowded courthouse faced Governor 
John M. Slaton at 1 o'clock today, when 
he arose to speak on the new tax 
equaliation law. He had been ‘preceded 
by Judge Nat. E. Harris, who spoke 
in behalf of his candidacy for governor. 

Governor Slaton was introduced by 
Hon. P. M. Hawes. The governor de- 
clared he felt that he was ina peculiar- 
ly Georgian atmosphere, for it was here 
tobert Toombs and Alexander Stevens 
spent a large part of their time It 
was Toombs who wrote Into the con- 
stitution that all property must bear 
its just proportion of taxes. He said 
that when he was elected governor he 
swore to uphold that constitution and 
he had endeavored to do so, and no 
man should criticise him for it. 

He stated that when he went inte 
office he found the state's finances in 
bad shape, that the legislature had ap- 
propriated for 1912 and 1913 more 
money by hundreds of thousanfls than 
its income. When he went to New York 
tO arrange for a loan of three millions 
of dollars for the state, he was asked 
by the lenders how he explained this, 
when the constitution limited the tax 
rate to only five mills. His reply was 
to rely on the sense of justice of the 
people of Georgia to meet this situa- 
tion which would soon run the State 
into bankruptcy tf kept up. 

Hie recommended the new law It 
was intended to bring to light hidden 
property, and he cited several! instances 
already which had brought to 
property that had never been taxed 
most of it was personalty. It was an 
honest man’s law and any honest men 
who studied it and understood it would 
be its friend. Its only purpose was to 
make each man’s property pay its just 
proportion of taxes, and he didn't be- 
lieve any fair-minded man would ob- 
ject to that. 

He urged the people to put a check 
on appropriations by holding the rep- 
resentatives responsible, and not allow 
them to spend more than the state 
made. 

He declared the remedy was in the 
people. He believed this year the tax 
rate would be less than five mills, next 
year not more than four, and the next 
not more than three. 

He stated that he had not a persona! 
word to say for himself, that he merely 
defended an act which his conscience 
and oath of office required him to per - 
form. 

Not once did he refer to his candidacy 


for the senate, nor to his opponents in 
the race. 

Many who had heretofore been or- 
posed to the law went to the governor 
after his speech and told him they 
were converted. ;

Referring further to the Bourne bill.

The possibility 
that the United States being yet called 
on to pan, mi the breadstuffs tea Europe 
on a@ scale may be never before 
equaled kept most of the attention of 
the pit even after the news came that 
the worst of the crisis between Ser- 
Via and Austria appeared to be at an 
end. Flattening out of export demand 
for wheat, however, did much to cool 
off enthusiasm. 

Corn climbed with wheat. Trading 
at no thme, however, showed anything 
like the excitement that was witnessed 
in the wheat crowd. 

Hedging sales against the new crop 
made oats relatively weak. 

In provisions, the main element of 
strength seemed to be the outlook for 
a diminished supply of hogs at the 
principal western packing centers.

Students at Tech during the coming 
year will be fortunate in that they 
will witness and have a part in the 
Ttonstruction of one of the» most com- 
plete power plants and research labo- 
ratories in the southern states, a part 
of the greater Tech extension, which 
will cost $200,000. This will be erected 
by one of the foremost electrical and 
mechanical graduates of Tech. 

Student activities for the term 1914- 
15 will be broadened in their scope 
also, and those of the Tech under- 
graduates who live in Atlanta are 
making extensive preparations to this 
end. 
The withdrawal of Tech from the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic as- 
sociation will mean that their football 
and baseball teams this year will not 
be confined to southern colleges, but a, 
number of “big “games” will be played|} 
with northern and western colleges.

TRAGEDIES THAT SHOULD BE AVERTED

A tall, thin, young woman with a 
frame built for strength, with tragic 
lines around a pair of deep-set, dark 
eyes, stood before me yesterday to 
ask what she could do to get food 
for herself and four children all under 
six years of age. The three older 
children she had left with a neighbor 
while she made the trip to town. In 
her right arm she held tight a three- 
months-old baby, whose fat little arms 
were half ‘around her neck. He had 
already learned he had to take a lit- 
tle care of himself, for his mother’s 
right hand was perfectly helpless, 
cramped with rheumatism, which at 
present is chronic. 

This woman's husband, and the fa- 
ther of the four children, is in the 
State penitentiary for having, while 
drunk, broken in a house and robbed 
it. He has been serving six months, 


the baby child born three months aft-: 


er he began his sentence. 
THE 
STORY. 

The family is homéless and penni- 
less. The mother cannot work with 
one arm holding to her breast the 
youngest child, and the other hand 
crippled beyond use. 

The mother, still young and hopeful, 
believes that if she could but find 
some place to put her children tem- 
porarily, she could with her one able 
hand do something to help support 
them, but there seems so far no place 
where these children will be taken in. 
They have a living father and a liv- 
ing mother. The mother and the fa- 
ther in prison are not willing to give 
their children for adoption. The case, 
therefore, is one of those which prob- 
ably confronts every state and must 
be met by every state. The state con- 
vict working daily for the atate, as 
punishment for a crime, committed 
against the state and society, has left 
behind as a burden to be carried by 
the state and society a helpless wo- 
man and four innocent, irresponsible, 
helpless little “future citizens.” The 
state and society cannot turn their 
back upon the charge or burden, call 
it what you. will. 

How is help to be rendered by the 
state and society, with the least cost 
to both, and with the mother and the 
child of the commonwealth getting 
the deal the laws of civilization and 
humanity demand? 

THE 
CONFESSION. 

A thorough Investigation of the case 
of the man, the offender, is this: He 
was young, wild, impulsive, easily led, 
and, when drinking, entirely irrespon- 
sible. While drunk and tn bad com- 
pany, he robbed the home of a former 
employer. When the robbery was be- 
ing investigated by the authorities, 
the man awakened from the drunken 
state in which he had been when the 
crime was committed, took every ar- 
ticle he had stolen, and, going to the 
owner, returned them and confessed 
what he had done. 

“I cannot tell you what prompted 
me, I cannot tell you just when I did 
it. and how I got tin the house, and I 
can’t tell you exactly who was with 
me. but I know I did enter your house 
and rob you,” he confessed. ‘Here 
are the stolen goods as wail as I can 
remember. Do with me what you 
will.” 

He then gave himself up to the au- 
thorities, telling them what he had 
done. He was arrested, tried, and sent 
up for ten years, and has already 
served six months of the time. 

There is his story told simply and 
accurately, and one in its homeliness, 
gcarcely more than of passing human 
interest. But it is more than of hu- 
man interest; it becomes stirring, and 
intensely appealing, when the little 
family group, the mother’ with the 
crippled hand, the babe on her breast, 
and the three tots at her side, stand 
‘as supplicants to the state, while their 
natura] provider, their protector, the 
husband and the father, is serving the 
state in convict garb 
WHAT CAN 
BE DONE? 

“But there are many 
which should take the mother and 
children and care for them,” . those 
thoughtless but kind say. 

What institution, 1 ask, 
calied upon to take these five indi- 
viduals, directly the charge of the 
etate? No institution in Atlanta should 
be called upon to assume the burden 
‘wnless state aid is rendered, for At- 
lanta has her own burdens to carry. 
The institutions Atlanta has for de- 
pendent children will not assume the 
eare of them now 
given over to the institution, and con- 
gent given by. the parents for their 
adoption. P 

The state's prisoner still has the 
heart of the father and is not willing 
for his children to be given over to 
another. The woman with the crip- 
pled hand has still a mother’s heart, 
and she will not give up her children 
for adoption. 

No matter what the world and so- 
clety think these parents ought to do 
for the good of their children, natura] 
tiles prevail. and the situation, no matter 
how it could be adjusted, and should 
be adjusted, remains as first stated, that 
a mother at present !mcompetent to 
work, and four children under six years 
of age, stand face to face with home- 
lessness and starvation, and ask the 
commonwealth, “What can you do 
for us?” 


WHAT HAS 


BEEN DONE. 

No form of philanthropy has received 
more international praise than that 
initiated in England by a young Amer- 
ican woman, Consuelo Vanderbilt, 
Duchess of Marlborough, she having 
started nearly fifteen years ago now 
a movement to look after the wives 
and children of the prisoners of the 
British government. She gave gener- 
te of her own funds, but she never 
cease working for an appropriation 
until the government made one for 
the purpose, whieh is. distributed 
through a board of management made 
up of people who, like the duchess, 
supplement the government’s appfo- 
piration. This board in its various 
functions sees to it that the women 
who can work get work to do. They

Therefore a new publication’ of the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, department of commeree, deal-. 
{ng with cattle feeding in Europe will 
be read with unusual interest. I[t is | 
a report by Erwin W. Thompson on | 


the various feeds and feeding methods | 


in PMurope. The investigation was un- 
dertaken for the purpose of determin- 
ing the conditions under which cotton 
seed meal and cake and similar articles 
were sold and used in Europe. 
According to this report there !s a: 
enormous consumption of oj] meals of 
various kinds, as shown by the follow 
ime (expressed in metric tons of 2,205 
pounds): Germany, 1,417,920; 
Kingdom, 1,206,108; 
Netherlands, 457,6'6; 
countries, 3,646,389.

Besides the cot 


ton seed meal imported from the United, 


States and Russia, and that manufac- 
tured in Germany and England from 
Egyptian and Indian cotton seed, much 
meal is made from HMnseed, sunflower 
seed, rape seed, sesame, peanuts, soya 
beans and palm kernels. 

“Although American cotton.seed meal 
is a prime: favorite in some of these 
countries, it comprises only 14 per cent 
of the total of oil meals and cakes 
consumed in Purope. This indicates 
that greater effort is needed to push 
this. product abroad,” says the report. 
“This could be done by explaining its 
advantages to those feeders who, hav- 
ing been accustomed to linseed amd 
other cakes before cotton seed was 
introduced, are slow to change to the 
newer product. Denanark, which is 
called the greatest butter country In 
the world, feeds more than 200 pounds 
of cotton seed cake per head of cattle 
per year. This demonstrates its great 
value and makes an object lesson that 
American exporters might use to ad- 
vantage. If the 20,000,000+ eattle: in 
Germany, for instance, wr 3 to use 
American cotton seed meal a: that rate, 
they would need. all: of the °2,900,900 
tons that are now made in the United 
States. Thus there is ample potential 
market for all that can be made.” 

Suggestions for exploiting this trade, 
as well as much interesting matter re- 
lating to cattle feeding in general, will 
be found in the publication, “Cotton 
Seed Products and Their Competitors 
in Northern Europe,” tssued by the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce.

Patterson, 132 High 
street, Macon, Ga., in a circular letter, 
which she sends out, as president of 
the Georgia Association Opposed to 
Woman’s Suffrags, gives some of the 
reasons why he. association opposes 
suffragW as follows: 

Because the basis of government is force— 
its stability rests upon its physical power 
to enforce its laws; therefore it is inexpedi- 
ent to give the vote to women. Immunity 
from service in executing the law would 
make most women irresponsible voters. 

Because the suffrage is not a question of 
right or of justice, but of policy and ex- 
pediency; and if there is no question of 
right or of justice, there is no case for 
woman suffrage. 

Because it is thegjiemand of a minority of 
women, and the @ilfa jority of women pro- 
test against it. 7 

Because it means simply doubling the 
vote, and especially the undesirable and cor- 
rupt vote of our large cities. 

Because the great advance of women in 
the last century—moral, intellectual and 
economic—has been made without the vote: 
which goes to prove that it is not needed 
for their further advancement along the 
same lines. 

Because women now stand outside of poli- 
tics, and therefore are free to appeal to any 
party in matters of education, clmarity and 
reform. 

Because the ballot has not proved a cure- 
all for existing evils with men, and we find 
no reason to assume that it would be more 
effectual with women. . 

Because the woman suffrage movement 
is a backward step in the progress of civili- 
zation, in that it seeks to efface natural 
differentiation of function, and to produce 
identity, instead of division of labor. 

Because in Colorado after a test of seven- 
teen years the results show no gain in pub- 
lic and political morals over male suffrage 
States, and the necessary increase in the 
cost of elections which is already a huge

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MYSTIC MONK GREGORY 
MASTER OF THE RUSSIA 


Rasputin Said to Control the 
Czar and the Imperial 
Household. 


London, July 25.—The mystic peas- 
ant-born Russian monk, Gregory Ras- 
putin, on “whom a murderous attack 
was made by a woman while he was 
visiting his home in a Siberian vil- 
lage recently, is described by the St. 
Petersburg correspondent of The Daily 
Chronicle as “the absolute master of 
the Russias.” It is certain that no 
great European court today is under 
such a mystic sway as thaté hich | 
Rasputin has been reputed to hae over 
Emperor Nicholas of Russia énd the 
whole imperial household. It has been 
the concern of Russia for three years 
back. 

The rise of Rasputin has been an 
enigma to all the nobles of the court 
who have not fallen under his influ- 
ence. His absence from St. Petersburg, 
during which the attack upon him 
came, was hoped to mean that he had 
fallen into disgrace, but just previous 
to the news of his being stabbed, the 
announcement was made that he had 
been recalled to the emperor’s palace. 

This modern Richelieu is the son 
of a fairly wealthy peasant of Tobolsk. 
He had but little schooling and led an 
uneventful life until about 30 years 
old, when he developed religious fer- 
vor, became a lay monk and went on 
a pilgrimage. At the monasteries he 
Visited he picked up some learning and 
also managed to receive a letter of 
introduction to Bishop Theofan at Bt. 
Petersburg. This was in 1900. Through 
the influence of the bishop, the peas- 
ant began to meet the influential peo- 
ple of the city and court. His mystic 
philosophy created interest, and he had 
the sift of repartee and polite conver- 
sation. 

At first Rasputin stuck to his peas- 
ant garb, in which he made a pictur- 
esque figure. But soon he took up 
an elegant style of dressing and living, 
which excited the envy of Bishop The- 
ofan. The bishop obtained an order 
to exile Rasputin to Siberia. But not 
only did Rasputin’s appeal to the tsar 
save him, but caused the bishop to be 
dismissed to Poltowa without even 
time to see his dying father. 

Other powerful officials tried to 
check the advance of Rasputjn, only 
to find themselves in disfavor. Ras- 
putin became the intimate of the royal 
family, ave orders to the ministers 
and conducted himself as the supreme 
power. 

The only successful attempt to in- 


duce the court to send Rasputin away 
resulted disastrously for the plotters. 
Before leaving, Rasputin warned the 
empress that misfortune was sure to 
follow. When the heir to the throne 
fell ill the frightened empress recalled 
the favorite in haste. 

Since his return, 
has continued to grow. His counsel is 
called for in deciding every question 
of importance. It is said on high au- 
thority that he brought about the min- 
isterial change last year that saved 
Russia from a war with Austria. He 
lived as a prince, with a magnificent 
villa at Yalta, in Crimea. One of his 
daughters by his peasant wife is be- 
ing educated in an aristocratic girls’ 
college in St. Petersburg, and is chief 
companion of the emperor’s daughters. 
Rasputin is even reported to address 
the tsar as “thou” and “thee,” a free- 
dom denied even the grand dukes. 

A month ago Rasputin was ordained 
a priest by a minor bishop of his na- 
tive district. This act had aroused the 
antagonism of the powerful heads of 
the church. It is with these big eccle-

To Individual Club W omen? 


(This is the article winning the ri 


offered by the Tennessee federation on 
the above subject. Mrs. Elizabeth Fry, 
of Nashville. won the prize.) 

No thoughtful person envies an only 
child. It does not even Know how to 
get the most_out of play, and is more 
than apt to grow up selfish and warp- 
ed. if not encouraged to mingle with 
other children. 

So, the individual woman, working 
alone, is inclined to develop dogmatism, 
which is mental selfishness, as well as 
a childish desire to have her own way 
regardless, and an absorption in her 
own concerns that slams the door in 
the face of her broader usefulness. 

While, undeniably, our most original 
thinking and deepest insight come in 
the silence and alone, they are never 
of much value till they have been 
brought out into the light of experi- 
ence and applied to the common good. 
The flower with the brimming cup is 
apt to rot upon its stem, unless it 
“shares its dewdrop with another 
near.”’ 

As “many hands lighten labor,” so 
many minds, working earnestly and 
harmoniously together, elucidate the 
problems of our complex life, in which, 
truly, no man either liveth or dieth to 
himself. 

An Apt Illustration. 


A well-conducted club is a pair of 
“shur-on” spectacles for mental short- 
sightedness; it is an ear trumpet 
through which the inner voices may 
be heard, and a megaphone for the 
broad transmission of information and 
good tidings. It is a sign post, indi- 
cating the development of the majority 
of its members, and the general trend 
of the times. 

Learning to co-operate with others 
in club life develops in the individual 
woman the most desirable qualities. To 
yield a point graciously, if the com- 
mon good demands it; to hold one’s 
ground firmly, but without heat, if a 
principle is at stake; never to shirk a 
reasonable share of responsibility in 
the work in hand; never to assume 
more than a reasonable share, there- 
by depriving someone eise of the 
privilege of helping; to keep an open 
mind to new ideas offered by fellow 
workers; to stifle prejudice against 
any measure because of a personal 
dislike to the member who offers it; 
to qualify by working faithfully in 
the ranks before aspiring to leader- 
ship; to avoid being a wet blanket or 
a firebrand; to iovally uphold the 
leader chosen by the majority of her 
co-workers; to meet promptly. all 
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financial obligations; to serve without 
being meddlesome, and to be official 
without being officious; all of these 
are essential to the preservation of 
club ethics and the promotion of pros- 
perity, and benefit alike the individual 
and the aggregation. 

All honest effort is reactive, profiting 
both actor and object. In submerging 
self in ardent devotion to a cause, the 
highest personal ends are often un- 
consciously gained. 

In the varied departments of club 
life, there is opportunity for the dis- 
covery and development of the talent 
of the individual woman. She comes 
into her own by a natural process, and 
recognition ig quick to follow any dis- 
play of real ability. Active minds are 
intellectual grindstones upon which we 
whet our native gifts. In co-opera- 
tive work, woman makes her oppor- 
tunity as often as opportunity makes 
the woman, by quick response to the 
suggestions with which the atmos- 
phere of any live organization is 
charged. 

Class Lines Obliterated. 


Foolish class lines are obliterated 
in club life, and the discovery is made 
that any small-minded person can be 
exclusive, while the more one broadens 
and deepens, the more inclusive one 
must become. What, not who, one is 
becomes the vital question. Each con- 
tributes something, through her per- 
sonality, to the capital stock of the 
organization, from which she in turns 
draws her per cent of profit. The so- 
ciety woman communicates her tact, 
ease and dainty refinements of dress, 
manner and speech to the business 
woman, who returns to her _§self- 
reliance, definiteness, exactness and 
many fine, positive qualities. The 
theorist is inspired to practice her 
precepts and the practical woman 
learns to see visions. The timid sister 
is brought forward and the aggressive 
one acquires the habit of putting on 
the brakes. The silent one finds speech 
and the chatter-box is brought to 
realize the value of silence. 

In short, a club is an excellent post- 
graduate school] for the adult woman; 
but, as in everything else, the more she 
takes with her tmnto her club life the 
more she will get out of it. So, lL 
would advise the novice in embarking 
upon this hitherto untried sea to pack 
her mental Saratoga with definite pur- 
pose, loyalty, harmony, unselfishness, 
adaptability, responsiveness, altruism 
and enthusiasm, none of which are 
dutable articles needing to be smug- 
gled in, ana she will come bravely into 
port, proviany to her infinite satisfac- 
tion the va.se of club work to the in- 
dividual woman.

Arnold contemplates ‘“na- 
programs” that will portray 
the life, customs and costumes, work 
and pleasures of the land from which 
the immigrant has come. 

The college is not considering profits 
but only ways and means of social- 
izing country life to an extent that 
will keep the young people satisfied 
at home. This is a chance for them 
to laugh and play, and the little coun- 
try theater could, in many localities, be 
made a channel through which color 
and charm may be poured into the 
drabness and discontent of rural life.

There is nothing more sacred to the 
of the confederate veteran than 
his cross of honor. It is something 
that he can transmit to his children 
It testifies to his heroism on the field 
of battle, and, coming from the gentile 
Daughters of the Confederacy, it pos- 
sesses for him a value more precious 
than rubies. The originator of tnis 
beautiful idea was a lady of Athens— 
Mrs. Mary Ann Cobb Erwin. 

The daughter of an illustrious states- 
man and soldier, General Howell Cobb, 
she was one of the first to lay flowers 
upon the graves of the heroic dead 
and to lend her aid to the erection of 
monuments. 

But the sense of an unfulfilled obli- 
gation to the living heroes of the south 
weighed upon her heart, until finally 
like an tnspiration there flashed into 
her mind this thought: Why 
stow upon the old soldiers of 
emblem of some kind, like the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor?

In Rural Conditions 
Stressed at Chicago 


The president's address before the 
Chicago convention of women’s clubs 
was full of: splendid thought and pur- 
pose. But the work for the improve- 
ment of rural conditions was what Mrs. 
Pennybacker urged strongest. 

She said, in part: 

“This country is well nigh a 
thinking that the greatest 
before us today is the improvement of 
rural conditions. Someone has well 
said that while the problems of a city 
may seem great, they are only as drops 
in the ocean as compared to the prob- 
lems of the country. We may, indeed, 
try to stop, to dam the seething mass 
of ruin, but if we go up above the 
cataract and stop the dangee there, we 
shall have better results. Is it not 
true that our people in the country 
must not alone produce more in the 
way of fruits of the field, Dut they 
must have opportunities to live more. 
Especially for the young men and 
voung women of the country the 
problem is to hold them when the city 
beckons. 

“We have in all of our exploitations, 
in all of our fairs, the model rural 
settlement. You have seen the little 
models—here is the minister's house 
hard by the church, the trees, homes, 
the village store, the schoolhouse, 
which is supposed to be the social cen- 
ter. Now, if this school is in reality to 
be a center, together with the church 
for the social life of that community, it 
must be presided over by a teacher 
who has at least some degree of per- 
manency. How is this to be reached? 
There is no better way than to see to 
it that hard by every country sachool- 
house there is a teacher’s home, with 
a plot of ground where the teacher 
may make for himself or herself an 
abiding place. Many will say this Is 
impractical because so many of our 
teachers are young women. Even if 
the teacher be an unmarried woman, 
together with the rural nurse, who is 
sorely needed, and who must come into 
the community, these two might make 
a home for themselves.

THE OLD ALABAMA ROAD 


This paper, of historic research, was 
written by Mrs. Marcellus Castlen and 
read before the John Houston chapter, 
D. A. R., of Talbotton. It will prove 
interesting reading. 

“This road was once the highway 
of travel from Augusta, Ga., to Co- 
lumbus, across the’ Chattahoochee riv- 
er as far as Union Springs, Ala., which 
was the terminus of the road. 

“It was originally an Indian trail, 
but in the early twenties of the nine- 
teenth century, it was changed toa stage 
road and some eighteen or twenty, per- 
haps as many as twenty-five stages 
were used on it at all times. Per- 
haps no road in the state has had as 
many of our great men to travel over 
it and be entertained by the keepers 
of the different inns situated on it 
Martin Van Buren was entertained at 
breakfast at Liberty Hill, the proper- 
ty then of Mr. Bloodworth and so flat- 
tered were the good people at having 
so distinguished a guest that their 
‘stand’ was afterwards known as ‘Van 
Buren,’ but later changed to Liberty 
Hill, the home of our townsman, Mr 
Lark Farley. Henry Clay, in making 
his tour through the states passed over 
this road and spent the night with 
Mr. John Castlen at the place now own- 
ed by Mr. Oscar Williams, James K 
Polk was entertained in Talbot county 
at an informal reception at the home of 
Mr. James Davis at Belleview, and I 
have been informed that General Jack- 
son traveled this road on his way to 
New Orleans, rested his army at the 
Castlen place and held a reception in 
order to meet the people of the com- 
munity. 

“It is not my purpose to trace this 
road any farther than through the 
counties of Pike, Upson, Talbot and

‘“Talbotton, Ga., May 16.—(Special.)— 
The historic home of James Marshall, 
living 9 miles west of this place, re- 
cently destroyed by lighting, is one 
of the oldest hames in Talbot county. 
With its passing one of the historic 
landmarks of the county has been re- 
moved. It was built on what is known 
as the old Alabama road, and the first 
Marshall that ever lived in it was a 
whig leader of the country in his day 
and time. ; 

Henry Clay, in passing through the 
state by stage coach, once stopped with 
old Mr. Marshall, and made a speech to 
the citizens of Talbot county from 
the front porch of this old home. 

After we pass Mr. Marshall's we come 
to Roland Mahone’s, now owned by Mr.

ease is often a cause of merriment on 
the part of all save the sufferer, and 
it is not generally known, says the 
official British organ, that over 100 
deaths occur annually in Great Britain 
from mumps and its complications, the 
latter comprising orchitis, epididymitis, 
corphoritis, mastitis, acute pancreat- 
itis, garve nervous disorders and dis- 
turbances of the eighth pair of cranial] 
nerves.- Now that Dr. Gordon's ree 
port is published it seems that the dis- 
ease is due to an_ ultramicroscopic 
virus, transmissible to monkeys and 
sometimes fatal to them. In four fa- 
tal cases the symptoms were those of 
meningeal irritation or meningitis: in 
instance .where lumbar puncture 
was performed under general anesthe- 
sia, the cerebrospinal fluid was found 
to me under increased ppressure and 
to show a marked lymphocytosis. The 
fluid was turbid, but yielded no growth 
on culture. Post-mortem examination 
showed that the meninges and the sub- 
stances of the brain and cord were 
congested, though no pas was seen and 
no growths of microbes could be ob- 
tained on culture. In each case the 
ing and arachnoid were infiltrated 
with leucocytes, the vessels of the 
brain and cord were distended and 
small hemorrhages into the gray mat- 
ter had occurred; the lymph spaces 
around the vessels and the gray mat- 
ter showed no infiltration with leu- 
cocytes, In both cortex and cord 
some of the nerve cells showed degen- 
eration, being in various stages of 
chromatolysis, vacuolation, or disinte- 
gration. No neurono phagy (by leu- 
cocytes) was discovered. The parotid 
lands were unaltered in three cases; 
Fh the fourth acute interstitial pare- 
tiditis was observed.

THE HAUNT OF THE MUSCOVY. 

Waterfowl were plentiful. We saw 
large flocks of wild muscovy duaks.

At the same time 
that this grinding goes on, saliva is 
poured into the mouth from the tiny 
ducts, that hold it, and this, mixed 
with the pulp, changes the starch in 
the food to sugar and sends it on to 
the stomach to be acted on_by the 
other’ digestive juices. ; 

Often people suffer from a form of 
indigestion due to a lack of supply of 
the stomach juices, but a case where 
the saliva supply its insufficient is verv 
rare. For that reason we can see that 
if the first process of digestion is not 
sufficiently done it is the fault of the 
teeth, that is the work of chewing is 
not sufficiently accomplished.

Lomion, July 25.—One may quote the 
bard and declare that age, apparently, 
earmot wither nor custom stale the in- 
finite variety of England's most inter- 
esting and perhaps most famous no- 
bleman. Does one need to name him? 
He is the fifth earl of Lonsdale, one of 
the mightiest as well as one of the 
richest nobles in Great Britain, the in- 
timate friend of the German emperor 
and the frequent host of English roy- 
alty, but best known the world over, 
perhaps, as a very Admirable Crichton, 
of sport of all kinds, of which he is one 
of the most generous of patrons and 
upon which, probably, he is one of the 
greatest authorities living.

of Cumberland and Westmoreland and 
Lord Warden of the West Marches, is 
virtually king of the northwest corner 
of England, who has been master of the 
famous Cottesmore and Quorn hunts, 
who is one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the Royal Yacht club, the 
Jockey club and the Four-in-Hand club, 
and who is veritably the life and soul 
of the National Sporting club—the na- 
tional temple of the first art—is today 
as lively as the proverbial cricket. Rare 
is the first night, the fancy dress ball, 
the sporting event or the society or Bo- 
hemian stunt of any kind, by day or by 
night, from which he is missing, and it 
takes a lively spark indeed to cut a 
gayer figure than this veteran peer.

aS regularly as Joseph Chamber- 
lain sported an orchid, and who prac- 
tically never is seen without a cigar 
in his mouth. For one thing, he is the 
only private person in Great Britain 
‘who has had the privilege of enter- 
taining the German emperor, and for 
another, in the course of his world- 
wide travels, he has been nearer the 
North Pole than any other titled per- 
son on earth except the venturesome 
Duke of the Abruzzi. He has more 
church “livings” in his gift than any 
other man in England, forty to be ex- 
act, the Duke of Devonshire coming 
next with thirty-nine. Likewise, he is 
the only man in the realm who can 
boast of possessing a private drive 
five miles long, built at a cost of $100.,- 
009, and he owns the costliest service 
of gold piate in private hands in Eng- 
land, and has the most perfect hunt- 
ing ‘box.’ 

Every form of sport interests Lord 
Lonsdale. He is one of the . best

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the earl, who was as strong as a bull 
moose, was extremely handy with his 
own bunches of fives, and once gave a 
beautiful drubbing to an ex-bruiser 
who offended one of his feminine ac- 
quaintances. The whilom pugilist who 
had enjoyed a considerable local rep- 
utation, Was driving a heavy dray, and 
refused to pull the latter out of the 
road to allow the lady’s trap to pass 
Lerd Lonsdale, or the Hon. Hugh Low: 
ther, ashe then was, arriving on the 
scene, invited the drayman to step 
down and argue the matter. The lat- 
ter complied, and, at the end of the 
argument, stated his conviction that 
his opponent was not a boxer, but a 
sledge hammer in disguise. A while 
azo, by the way, it was reported that 
Lord Lonsdale would put on the gloves 
with that other mettlesome old veteran, 
Sir Claude Champlon de Crespigny, and 
the earl tells me that the bout may 
come off yet, though nothing has been 
settled definitely. If so, it will be a 
pretty mix-up, for Sir Claude is still a 
terror with his fists, as he recently 
proved to the discomfiture of a cheeky 
policeman on Epsom Downs. 

It is fox-hunting, however, that is 
the passion of Lord Lonsdale’s life, and 
also that of -his equally sporting 
spouse, a tall, handsome woman, who, 
in her day, was a real Diana of the 
hunting fields, and who, previous to 
her marriage, was Lady Grace Gordon, 
one of the famous “gay Gordons,” as 
they are called, and thus a sister to 
Lord Huntley and the dowager Lady 
Ancaster. Report says, and Lord 
Lonsdale confirmed it, that nightly, at 
the conclusion of dinner, he and her 
ladyship solemnly drink a toast to fox- 
hunting, the earl raising his glass to 
“the ladies,” and the countess to ‘“‘the 
gentlemen!” At Christmas, too, their 
famous Christmas card, with which 
even their casual acquaintances are re- 
membered, is a photo of themselves 
wearing the pink and white of the 
hunting field. 

Early in Hunting Field. 

“Master” by turns of the Cottesmore, 
the Pytchley, the Blankney and ‘the 
Quorn hunts, the earl made his debut 
in the hunting field at an astonishly 
early age, and at once showed himself 
“some” huntsman. It was. in fact, on 
his ninth birthday that he went out 
with the Cottesmore on a small thor- 
oughbred, and at once got well away 
with the hounds. A terrific pace 
pounded the whole field with the ex- 
ception of four of the most daring rid- 
ers. One of these was voung Hugh 
Lowther. With rare pluck and deter- 
mination, as well as with judgment far 
beyond his years, the boy rode through 
the run, and had the satisfaction of 
seeing the hounds race into their fox. 
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So pleased were the other three—-Lord 
Wilton, ‘Major Whyte Melville and 
Stirling Crawford, that they commem- 
orated his performance with a “fiver” 
apiece. And since then Lord Lonsdale 
has gained a reputation as one of the 
hardest riders in the country. 

Another of the earl’s feats as a horse- 
man has become rather famous. Back 
in the nineties he made a wager with 
Lord Shrewsbury that He would drive 
a coach 20 miles in record time, 5 
miles to be covered with four-in-hand. 
2 miles with a pair of horses, 5 miles 
single and 5 miles pair again, this time 
to be ridden postilion fashion. On the 
day fixed for the match—the ground to 
be traversed Was that between Reigate 
and Crawley—the frost was so severe 
and the snow so deep that Lord 
Shrewsbury wired to say that he would 
not be turning up, but Lord Lonsdale. 
not to be outdone, turned oyt and cov- 
ered the 20 miles as arranged in just 
56 minutes. 

Fabulously Rich Man. 


Thinking of him, as one does, as a 
bluff, genial, all-around sportsman, one 
is likely to forget what a great and 
puissant personage Lord Lonsdale real-

ly is, and what a fabulously rich man. 
But the earl does not forget it. He 
is one of the few noblemen in the 
who have kept up the old custom of 
having postilions' to accompuny his 
great canary-colored barouches—“mus-

tard-pots,” the latter have been called 
irreverently—and even when he drives 
to a big boxing match in his motor 
car there is a powdered footman in 
splendid livery, with correctly folded 
arms, on the box beside the chauffeur. 
All Lord Lonsdale’s steeds, by the by, 
and he must possess something like an 
army of these animals, are chestnuts, 
with long, sweeping tails, and In the 
choice of a new hunter Lady Lonsdale 
nearly always has a say, as she is one 
of the best judges of hunting stock 
going. 

The intensely modern bearer of these 
two mouth-filling titles, hereditary ad- 
miral of Cumberland and Westmore- 
land, and lord warden of the West 
Marches, is the great territorial 
nate of the northwest 
land. These two historic titles, 
the way. are reminiscent of the days 
when the duties of whoever bore them 
were mightily serious, consisting, as 
they did, of defending the seaboard 
from the attacks of pirates and priva- 
teers and others like John Paul Jones. 
who harried Whitehaven to some pur- 
pose in 1778, and from freebootihg 
lowland Scots, who often swept down 
on these northern counties and car- 
ried off prisoners and cattle into their 
fastnesses, leaving burning villages 
and ruined crops to mark their path. 

Controls Many Acres. 
In the aggregate, the Lowther es- 
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tate consists of 175,000 acres, 45,000 
acres of which are in Westmoreland, 
and 25,000 in West Cumberland, in ad- 
dition to which their proprietor owns 
the soil and sporting rights of over 
100,000 acres of common land. Fully 
seven villages in the former county, 
with an aggregate population of 3,000 
inhabitants, are embraced in that es- 
tate, while the busiest centers of West 
Cumberland own him as ground land- 
lord, 

It is not their 
however, that 
family one of 


agricultural estates, 
have made the earl’s 
the wealthiest in the 
peerage, but the coal mines of White 
haven and the ironstone mines of 
West Cumberland generally. In the 
case of the former, the coal is leased 
to several big companies, and as it is 
of exceptionally good quality and 
commands a ready sale, it pays a roy- 
alty of 25 cents a ton to the earl. And 
as the output exceeds 620,000 tons per 
annum, or 2,066 tons per working day, 
some idea may be gathered of the 
goodly income derived from this source 
alone. These Whitehaven mines, | it 
may be mentioned, have the distinc- 
tion of being the deepest in the king- 
dom, and in the case of at least two. 
of being worked for over two miles 
under the bed of the sea. As for the 
iron-ore mines, it need only be said 
that 1,153,431 tons of iron ore were 
raised in Cumberland last year, fully 
one-third of which came from Lord 
Lonscile’s mines, to show that his in- 
come from the latter alone must be 
magnificent. 

Incidentally, the earl is a cousin of 
the present speaker of the house of 
commons, the Right Honorable James 
Lowther, M. P., and has as a cousin- 
in-law one of the most charming and 
brilliant of the many American women 
who have formed matrimonial alli- 
ances with the British nobility. The 
latter, who, prior to‘her marriage was 
Miss Alice Blight, the daughter of 
Atherton Blight, of Philadelphia. is 
now the wife of Sir Gerard Lowther, 
until recently was British am- 
bassador to Turkey, and previously to 
Spain, and who is the second son of 
the Hon. William Lowther, the latter 
being Lord Lonsdale’s uncle. The pres- 
ent speaker of the house is the elder 
of the Hon. William Lowther's two 
sons, and is recognized as one of the 
most brilliant and impartial men who 
ever presided over the deliberations of 
the house. Both he and Lord Lons- 
dale are on the best of terms with 
their charming American kinswoman. 
philanthropic activities have, 
of course, made her renowned through- 
out Europe, and who, incidentally, is 
the author of two well written books. 

House Full of Art Treasures. 

Lord Lonsdale has a big double 
house, filled with art treasures, in 
plutocratic Carleton House Terrace, a 
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castle in Cumberland, the sumptuous 
hunting box already mentioned, Barley 
Thorpe, at Oakham, and, as has been 
stated, his three big racing establish- 
ments. But it is at stately old Low- 
ther castle, near Penrith, that he and 
Lady Lonsdale consider themselves 
really at home and where they most 
delight in entertaining their distin- 
guished and other guests. 

This “majestic pile,”” as Wordsworth 
called it in a sonnet, is a treasure- 
house, in the true sense of that much- 
abused word, of beautiful and costly 
things. The furniture is all old French 
and came from the palace at Ver- 
sailles. The collection of pictures and 
statuary is rivalled by few in England, 
and the estate bedroom, which the 
Kaiser has occupied on each of his 
Visits, is a truly gorgeous apartment. 
It has a gigantic four-poster in ebony 
and ivory hung with Japanese cur- 
tains of untold value, for they were 
manufactured especially for the Low- 
ther who reigned at the castle when 
the trade first was opened with the 
then unknown Japan, and its walls are 
hung with rich Gobelin tapestries. 
When the kaiser last visited Lord 
Lonsdale, he brought a retinue of over 
eighty persons, yet the castle housed 
them all with the greatest ease. Wil- 
helm II then enjoyed one of the most 
extensive shooting drives in which he 
ever has taken part, and it was cur- 
rently reported on the estate that it 
had cost the earl an enormous sum to 
rear the 200,000 partridges and pheas- 
ants which provided sport for his im- 
perial guest. 

He Left the Policemen. 

In connection with this visit I have 
heard a rather amusing and quite char- 
acteristic tale. The august guest was 
always attended at a shooting party by 
an escort of mounted police. One day 
Lord Lonsdale himself drove the em- 
peror to the moors with a particularly 
swift-footed horse between the shafts. 
The earl drove so furiously that the 
unfortunate policemen could not keep 
up with the carriage, and the more the 
“bobbies" urged on their steeds, the 
faster did Lord Lonsdale drive. Ina 
short time the men in blue were left 
far behind (some of them helmetless 
and all in a state of trepidation), to the 
huge delight of the imperial visitor. 

It is at Lowther that the earl's pri- 
vate drive 5 miles in length exists. 
Great state is maintained at the cas- 
tle, mixed with a curious, half-feudal 
simplicity. For example, the church is 
in the park, quite near the house, and 
for many generations it has been a 
honored custom of the Lowthers to sit 
and sing with the choir. As a conse- 
sequence, Lord and Lady Lonsdale are 
to be seen, not in their private gallery, 
but seated on plain, hard, high-backed 
chairs near the band of choristers. 
When rovalty, or other guests of great 
importance are being entertained = at 
the castle, the places of the ordtnary 
choristers are taken by singers from 
some fashionable Loypdon church, usu- 
ally St. Anne’s, Soho, for in this re- 
spect, as in every other, no expense is 
spared.

“a spark of genius” .as indeed he must 
have to be admitted to such close pal- 
lyness with the electric kaiser, whose 
guest he generally is during the Ger- 
man army manoeuvres. 


Has His Eccentricities. 


True he has nis harmless little ec- 
centricities, and it would be surpris- 
ing if he were without them for he 
comes of a stock which has not been 
lacking in a crack-bfained admixture. 
The first earl, “Jemmy,” as he was 
called, whose ghostly coach and horses 
are still heard (but never seen) on 
certain nights of the year, driving up 
to the castle, had a most curious and 
piognant romance. He loved a poor 
but exquisitely beautiful farmer's 
daughter, but she died while still 
young, and he had her body embalmed, 
so that he might still gaze on her love- 
liness. 

An odd story 
Lonsdale’s great uncle, who w: 
posed to have been the original of 
Thackeray's Lord Colchicum, and Dis- 
raeli’s Lord Eskdale. He owned a 
marvelous Sevres dinner service, W hich 
was complete save for three pieces. 
At last the missing pieces turned up 
at Christie’s and the old lord, then S4 
and extremely gouty, sat outside in his 
carriage while a friend went in to bid 
for them. They were brought out to 
him, and he carried them home, but he 
died the same night. 

Among the other sights of Lowther 
castle are a wonderful coronet of solid 
gold which Lord Lonsdale’s brother and 
predecessor in the title, who was known 
to his friends as “Mollie,” had made 
for himself, but which proved too pon- 
derous for comfortable wear. Another 
is the earl’s three “luminous owls. 
These quaint birds have been trained to 
sit in a row on their perch when their 
master appears, and it is quite amusing 
to see them scurrying helter-skelter. 
when they catch sight of him, to the 
perch, on which they arrange them- 
selves motionless, like a regiment at 
attention. with great, yellow eyes 
staring in front of them. 


His Many Sidednuess. 


Enough, however, has been said, to 
give an idea of the many sidedness of 
this nobleman, who is a viscount and a 
baron, as well as an earl, who is deco- 
rated with the Order of the Crown of 
Prussia of the first class, and who is 
the honorary colonel of two regiments 
of the regular army, as well as of two 
companies of yeomany. So this narra- 
tive may be brought to an end by tell- 
ing one of the most amusing and char- 
acteristic stories current about Lord 
Lonsdale A guest of great distinction 
was en route to Lowther castle, and 
the special train containing him was 
signalled at the local station some time 
before it was expected. As there was 
no one on the station to receive it, the 
anxious stationmaster sent a hurried 
message to the castle to inform Loid 
Lonsdale of the fact. The latter, fear- 
ing that he would not be able to reach 
the station in time to meet the train, 
sent back the reply. “Shunt him!” and 
the unsuspecting guest accerdingly was 
shunted into a siding, and as not al- 
lowed to arrive in the statio. until his 
host was there to welcome hA\.

The 
pastor still refused. The mayor then 
summoned gendarmes, who demanded 
the key of the belfry and rang the 
bells themselves.

Hanshew’s Pretty Daughter Has Completed 
His Untinished Stories of Detective “Cleek”’

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FEMALE “BOBBIES” 
PROPOSED FOR LONDON 


Each Metropolitan Borough 
to Have at Least Two 
Women Officers. 


July 25.—Female “Bobbies” 
will be a feature of London life if 
Lord Bentinck’s amendment to the 
criminal justice bill is carried by par- 
liament. He proposes’ that each 
metropolitan and county borough 
should have at least two women police 
constables. 

In the general bill, which ts consid~ 
ered certain to pass, women officers 
are provided to look after women pris- 
oners out on probation, and each police 
station would have its matron. 

The men will also gain by the new 
law. Workers will be allowed seven 
clear days within which to pay fines, 
in order that a payday may be included 
in the period.

CONGRESSIONAL DESERTERS. 


Something amazing has happened in 
Washington. Representative Witherspoon, 
of Mississippi, has returned to the United 
States treasury $82.20, representing. four 
days’ salary. Witherspoon had been absent 
from Washington for four days on private 
business. Little as it seems to be known, 
there is a statute prohibiting congressmen 
from accepting pay for days they are absent, 
unless providentially detained. Wither- 
spoon felt he could not be otherwise than 
honest with the government, which means, 
of course, his constituents. 

Suppose the gentlemen who leave Wash- 
ington to campaign for re-election or for 
election to a higher position, should take 
this exalted position. Suppose that all the 
men who, for the past fifty years, have de- 
serted their duties in Washington to prose- 
cute private profit and ambition, should 
return the amount they had drawn to the 
government. There would be enough left, 
almost, to buy and equip a new dreadnought. 

It is a significant commentary that so 
rare is the spirit of fair, honest dealing with 
the government, that when just one con- 
gressman who has drawn pay for nothing 
is honest he gets into the newspapers. We 
commend the item to the rest of the de- 
serters. 

It is also well that the voters should 
take tognizance of the statute. Every con- 
gressman absent save for providential rea- 
sons and accepting his pay is violating the 
law. There is simply no way of getting 
around that fact. We have had outlaws of 
this stripe in Georgia. How they excuse 
their offense is immaterial. The offense 
speaks for itself, and they go on collecting 
from the government. 

In the meantime, let us hope that con- 
gress will have the nerve and the patriotism 
itself to grapple with this matter. The men 
who are bearing the burden and heat of the 
day in Washington should not be penalized 
and placed on the same plane as the other 
fellows, back home on the hustings or on 
frolics. Let an investigation be instituted. 
Separate the sheep from the goats. Make 
congressmen stay on the job. Or make 
them disgorgze. 


PROBING THE PLUCKERS. 


A decided change is apt to come in the 
machinery of the navy department as the 
result of a probe of the navy “plucking 
board,” now being conducted by the house 
committee on naval affairs. The “plucking” 
of Captain John Henry Gibbons, commander 
of a dreadnought, has been singled out as 
particularly aggravating. According to tes- 
timony already adduced before the commit- 
tee, there were several other officers with 
actual ‘charges of “intoxication”? and other 
offenses against their records, who were 
passed over, while Gibbons was stricken. 

Whatever the result of the inquiry, a 
radical change should be made in the man- 
ner of retiring officers from the army as 
well as the navy. The “plucking board” of 
the navy and the retiring board of the army 
have up to this time been bodies exercising 
arbitrary powers, and it has not always 
been in. evidence that these powers were 
employed for the good of the service, or 
with impartiality and justice in view. 

More than once it has been apparent 
that the effort was to retire perfectly effi- 
cient officers, suffering from _ theoretical 
physical ailments, that the way might be 
paved for the rapid advancement of men 
with a political pull, or a departmental 
“hunch.” Again, officers who were sound 
to all intents and purposes have wished to 
enter private professions, sometimes poli- 
tics, and the way has been made clear for 
them. 

The men who graduate from West Point 
and Annapolis represent a heavy investment 
for this government. They have been sup- 
ported during their schooling. That school- 
ing itself is of the choicest and most ex- 
pensive variety. After that the government 
continues to spend, in the aggregate, huge 
sums upon officers of the army and navy. 
An appreciable part of this money is wasted 
when officers are retired prematurely, and 
for no good or sufficient reason. Another 
feature is that often these men could be 
employed for other than strictly active 
duty, whereas under the “plucking” regime 
the government is deprived of their services 
and must pay civilians to perform these 
functions. The situation would be bad 
enough if the pay of the men thus retired 


| ceased. But they are given three-fourths 


pay. It would be interesting to know how 


many able-bodied men the government is 


now supporting in semi-idleness, mafy of 
them with the willingness as well as capac- 
ity to work, and the total amount paid them. 

It will take a long time for any committee 
to get below the surface of these conditions. 
The results will more than compensate for 
the labor. Secretary of the Navy Daniels is 
to be congratulated for agitating the matter.

A MAN OF IRON NEEDED. 


If Carranza is wise as he has been repre 
sented to be he will concede a good many 
things to retain the friendship and co-opera- 
tion of one Francisco Villa. He is going to 
need Villa before Mexico is pacified and 
stable government established, that is, 
granting that Carranza ever is allowed to sit 
in the seat of Huerta. 

The mere fact that the constitutionalists 
have conquered the country doesn’t mean 
the end of revolution and the ushering in of 
an automatic solution of all the problems of 
the nation. The trouble has just begun. 
The peons form the overwhelming bulk of 
the population, as they formed the over- 
whelming bulk of the _ constitutionalist 
armies, and most of Huerta's forces. 

These illiterate, half-starved ard fero- 
cious hordes do not care particularly who 
rules the country. They do care very 
keenly whether or not the land they think 
belongs to them is parceled out as they be- 
lieve it ought to be. For long years, decades 
rather, and by the slow processes of seques- 
tration and alienation, the land has been 
taken from the peons, and given to a few 
rich men in the republic. 

Along with this procedure has gone a 
gradual and sure abridgment of the rights 


and liberties of the peons, until now not’ 


one of them is quite sure he can call his 
soul, or his wife, or even his dog, his own, 
unless he has his rifle in his hand, and the 
flag of an insurgent chief over his head. 

The job will be to satisfy these people, 
and to return to them their land. And the 
job will be complicated by the necessity of 
returning the land without making it appear 
as too abrupt confiscation, and without dis- 
turbing the rights of the few landholders 
who really came into their property hon- 
estly. Of course, the peon class will want 
land distributed regardless, holding every 
rich man, by prima facie evidence of wealth, 
as a “squatter.” It is going to require a vast 
deal of diplomacy and a smattering of pow- 
der and shot to convince them to the con- 
trary. 

All of which means that Mexico needs, 
as it never needed, in this hour of apparent 
victory, a man of iron. Whether that man 
will prove to be Villa, with Carranza to hold 
him in check, or some one else, only the 
course of time can demonstrate.

“Little Joe” Defends His 
Platform for United States 
Senate in Card, Replying 
to Heads of Georgia Fed- 
eration. 


To the People of Georgia: Tha 
heads of the Georgia Federation of La- 

or, viz., Messrs. Jerome Jones, W. C 
Puckett, Louie P. Marquardt, S. B. 
Marks and Robert Fechner, have made 
an extended “reply” to the platform 
upon which I am asking your votes 
for the office of United States senate. 

This “reply” consists to a great ex- 
tent of flippant personal ridicule and 
of a practical declaration against my 
plea for compulsory arbitration in dis- 
putes between employers and em- 
ployees. On these I do not deem it 
necessary to comment. 

But I call your attention to the fol- 
lowing extract from their “reply 
which refers to another phase of labor 
unfonism as shaped by some of the very 
parties who are attacking me in this

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Now, I ask the white members of the 


labor unions in Georgia: Who is more 
jealously guarding your honor and en- 
deavoring to steer you away from the 
pitfalls of anarchy and contumely—Joe 
Brown, or your paid and trusted lead- 
ers who are pocketing the high salaries 
they are drawing from you and leading 
you into the mire of lawlessness and 
self-deba. ment?

Let me here add that I have a let- 
ter from a gentleman in a middle 
Georgia county from which I quote: 

Negro Secret Societies. 


“Through this section of the state 
there is a large number of negro se- 
cret societies. In this county there is 
one in every militia district except one. 
There is abundant circumstantial evi- 
dence to support the opinion among 
white people that in these secret 80-| 
cieties the negroes discuss and try to | 
regulate the price of cooking, nurs- 
ing, chopping cotton, picking cotton, 
etc. Also, it has been suggested sev- 
eral times that they made up what 
is commonly Known as a ‘black list’ of 
white people, who have a very hard 
time getting washerwomen, cooks, 
nurses, etc. I have often thought and 
wondered whether there was any con- 
nection between these negro secret so- 
cities and the white union leaders of 
the cities.” 

Finally, I call your attention again 
to the fact that Samuel Gompers, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of La- 
bor, said that in Senator Hoke Smith 
organized labor would always find “a 
dependable friend.” 

Senator Smith cannot be blind to the 
fact that the labor unions have para- 
Ivzed the public utilities, holding up 
the commerce of the country and vio- 
lating the laws which command the 
carriage of the mail. He cannot be 
blind to the fact that these unions 
have voted to affiliate with the ne- 
groes, and that the unionizing of the 
negroes portends the embarrassment of 
every white city housekeeper and every 
white farmer in the south who hires 
negro labor. 

And yet he spends his time interfer- 
ing with the right of congressmen to 
name the postmasters in towns in their 
districts, speaking and voting on both 
sides of the canal tolls question, en- 
deavoring to curtail the parcel post 
regulations, appropriating as his own 
bills introduced by others, which bills 
he thinks will be popular with the 
masses, and in the meantime ignoring 
not only the claims of white men to 
responsible offices which are being 
given to negroes, but also lifting not 
so much as his voice to stay his 
friends, the labor unions, from steps 
which, if taken with the negroes, will 
bring disaster to the white people in 
every county in his state. His affinity 
with the labor unions is indisputable. 
In that affinity we find no hope of pro- 
tection from the menace the negro af- 
filiation policy of the leaders of the 
unions holds over the white race in 
the south.

“Safety First” Campaign Suc-

The first week of the “safety first” 
campaign at Boston, which is to ex- 
tend throughout the present month, 
shows a marked diminution in the 
number and severity of accidents on 
the streets as compared with the first 
week in July in 1913. The Boston Ele- 
vated railway reports that from the 
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ry, agg of the month to midnight on 
July 8 the number of accidents of all 
kinds on the system was only 52 per 
cent of the number during the corre- 
sponding period of 1913. Most of the 
accidents resulted either in no injury 
or in minor physical damage, and only 
one fatally occurred. There has been 
only one collision of cars in which pas- 
sengers were injured. Police depart- 
ment records show that this year there 
were only forty-three street accidents 
in the week compared with sixty-three 
a year ago, and of these two were 
fatal compared with nine in the 1913

GOLDIN ADVOCATES 
ANNUAL PARADE 
FOR LABOR DAY 


David Goldin, the well-known har- 
ness manufacturer, is one of the most 
active members of the Atlanta Hu- 
mane Society. He is never too busy 
to chat about the cruelties imposed 
upon the poor dumb animals, and to 
offer suggestions as to remedies. In 
his experience as a harness dealer, he 
comes in direct contact with many 
cases of ill treatment of mules and 
horses. He believes that an annual 
parade should be held in connection 
with Labor day, displaying Atlanta’s 
working horses and mules, and prizes 
offered for the best-cared-for animals. 
In speaking Saturday of some of the 
forms of cruelties imposed upon the 
animals, Mr. Goldin said: 

“I heartily indorse the statement of 
Mr. R. C. Congdon, president of the 
Humane society, made through your 
paper the other day. 

“Among the various forms of cruelty 
to which many a horse is subjected is 
the common™eed bags. Sometimes it 
is a sack tied up by strings, that runs 
behind the ears, and into this the 
horse must put his head, frequently 
hiding even his eyes. Generally it is 
very tight and unventilated, and as a 
rule left on some time after’ the 
horse has finished eating. The poor 
animal stands breathing his own 
breath over and. over, and with the 
dust from the grain pouring into his 
nostrils. 

“Progress is being made by our hu- 
mane society, which comes from ex- 
perience. More comforts for the horse 
are being asked of us daily in adjust- 
ing harness to fit the horse. We are 
also glad to note that we are now 
selling only one-half the heavy whips 
that we have previously sold. 

“I think it would be beneficial to 
add an animal parade, in connection 
with the Labor day parade, with a 
prize to the best-cared-for animal and 
the outfits, working horses only and 
mules.”

When house committee on agricul- 
ture No. 2 met last Tuesday to take 
up the bill by Representative Connor, 
of Spalding county, in which it sought 


m.tO require all food packages to show 


i large type on the face of the pack- 
age the date it was packed, the chair- 
man found his committee room almost 
filled to overflowing by a large dele- 
Sation of Atlanta manufacturers and 
wholesale merchants and jobbers. 

After an hour’s discussion the com- 
mittee unanimously, decided to recom- 
mend to the house What “the bill do not 
pass.”’ 

As soon as it was known that the 
hill was before the committee, 
many telegrams were received from 
large manufacturers and canners 
over the.country by local merchants 
asking that they get busy to defeat 
the bill. One of these telegrams was 


received by R. H. McDougall, of the 
National Coffee Roasters’ association, 
of Dayton, Ohio. Mr. McDougall im- 
mediately got in touch with other lo- 
cal merchants, and in a big body they 
stormed the committee. 

The delegation was headed by Har- 
vey Johnson, of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Those who made talks before 
the committee to show that the bill 
would work a hardship on the manu- 
facturers were: Harry L. Schlesinger, 
E. L. Adams, representing the Whole- 
sale Grocers’ association; W. F. Smith, 
of Armour & Co.; L. E. Lowenstein, of 
the Norris Candy company; J. S. Gar- 
ner, of the Garner-Blake Syrup com- 
pany; N. E. Murphey, of Shumake & 
Murphey. Dan Josephs, representing a 
number of Columbus, Ga., merchants, 
also spoke against the bill.

the reading by W. F. Smith of part of 
an address recently by Arthur 
Meeker, vice president Armour & 
Co.. before the members of the Na- 
tional Food association, at Portland, 
Maine. Mr. Meeker had been assigned 
the subject “The advisability label- 
ing canned foods with the date when 
such foods were packed,” and in part 
his address follows: 

“As I view the matter the real ques- 
tion to be determined is will a law re- 
quiring canned goods to be labeled with 
the date when packed serve to protect 
the health of the consumer or prevent 
fraud and deceit. In other words, 
would such a requirement operate as a 
logical means to a beneficial end, or 
would it by requiring such informa- 
tion to be given the 
manufacturer and dealer to an increas- 
ed operating cost without in the 
relative degree, or to some extent at 
least, benefiting the consumer. 

The primary object of the pure food 
laws is the protection f the consum- 
ers by the prevention of 
and misbranding. The consumer is un- 
questionably entitled to foods that are 
sound and wholesome and which are 
truthfully labeled; that is, labeled to 
show exactly what they are without 
any false representation as to the in- 
gredients, methods piace of manu- 
facture, etc It is needless to say that 
the date of packing can have no ef- 
fect on the wholescemeness or unwhole- 
someness Of an article unless it can be 
positively said that a canned article of 
a given age is prima facie deteriorated 
or unwholesome Such a presumption 
is. of course, absurd, because a per- 
fectiv sterilized, processed and sealed 
can of food carried under favorable con- 
ditions will remain absolutely sweet 
and sound indefintely, while on the oth- 
er hand a can imperfectly processed, 
sterilized and sealed will deteriorate 
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rapidly.

Annual Loss Quarter of Billion. 


You know that our norma! 
loss reaches the stupendous sum of a 
quarter of a billion dollars—a matter 
of two-and-a-half dollars for every 
man, woman and child in America—an 
amount more readily comprehended 
when you consider that its loss is suf- 
ficient to wipe out our entire circulat- 
ing medium about every fourteen 
years. You know that this loss on 
per capita basis is something like n 
-times that of the average European 
country. You Know that economists 
have held that no other country could 
lone survive such drain upon its nat- 
ural resources or such waste of 
productive energies of its people. Y 
must realize, moreover, the need of 
fective measures whereby this 
ling sacrifice to the demon Fire 
be stayed, else the proud posit 
occupy economically as a nation 
be seriously threatened if not lost. 

To what cause causes shall we 
attribute the great disparity between 
our fire waste and that of the older 
countries? 

Is it due to better constructed build- 
ings on the part of such countries, 
having regard to the prevention of fire 
to better facilities for overcoming 
fires: to wiser laws, rigidly enforced, 
for the protection of property against 
fires? 

I feel quite sure that each 
questions may be answered 
tively, but I venture the assertion that 
the preponderatinge cause lies not 
much in these advantages as in 
attitude of the people themselves; 
their abhorrence of useless waste, 
Bred through generations of rig 
thinking and proper training, in 
gard to such matters; and may 
mot even discern in these very . 
tions of better buildings, superior 
equipment and wiser laws, an expres- 
gion of the moral sense of the people 
themselves, which stands behind them”

cance; ignoring the rights of posterity, 
we take no thought of its welfare, I 
submit. when we allow our forests to 
be denuded, our water courses to be 
depleted, our mines and quarries to 
be aborted, our labor to be wasted, only 
to restore that which we almost want- 


only allow to be destroyed by fire. 


And do we really care? Let us con-

Subject: “The Church 100 Years Ago, 


| and Today.” 
| 


Lord Kinnaird, Ladies and Gentle- 
men: When [I was asked to speak on 
this eventful occasion on “The Church 
100 Years Ago and Today,” I felt my- 
self very much complimented, and at 
the same time very much delighted. 

I do. not in any sense feel myself 
worthy of such an occasion, and of 
sucha subject; but had I been asked 
to choose my subject I could not have 
chosen one which wouM have given me 
more delight, than the one that'I now 
have. I am distinctly a churchman in 
the truest and best sense of the word. 

Any faithful student of the history 
of the last hundred years cannot fail 
to see that the church has occupied 
the most conspicuous place in the 
Civilization that has made the century 
the most remarkable in all history. Up 
till the present time, the church has 
led in the progress of the world: and 
this is right and proper, for should 
the world ever move faster than the 
church, there would be nothing but 
ruin for both. 

JUST ENTERING UPON 
EVANGELICAL REVIVAL. 

As we approach our starting point 
for comparison, we find that a hundred 
years ago the English speaking world 
was just entering upon the great evan- 
gelical revival which had come out of 
the long years of vigorous theological 
controversy; when the questions of doc- 
trinal differences between Christian 
sects and communities were fought out 
with such strenuoug convictions. 

During this time, the church satisfled 
itself to a great extent with carrying 
on a defensive rather than an offen- 
sive warfare; it was strictly Pamline 
in one respeot, viz., that it “contended 
earnestly for the faith once delivered 
to the saints.” 

But it was slow to appreciate the 
importance of the proclamation of the 
true catholic spirit of the evangel. 
It rejoiced greatly in our Lord's decla- 
ration to Peter, following his great 
confession, when He said: “Upon this 
rock will I build my church, and the 
gates of hades shall not prevail against 
“.” 

But by a false interpretation of this 
declaration, it comforted itself with its 
non-destructibility, and satisfied it- 
self with defending its position. It 
failed to see that our Lord, in this dec- 
laration, presents the church as an 
all-conquering force, “the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it,” clearly 
this does not mean simply that the 
church is strong enough to resist the 
attacks of the world, but, on the other 
that the world is not strong 
enough to resist the attacks of the 
church. 

The church ifs an _ all-conquering 
force. Its mission is to sa~e the lost; 
but salvation means more than a pass-

GENTLEMEN IN 
CONTROVERSY. 

There is one characteristic however, 
of that controversial period, that we 
would do well to cultivate today. The 
men most active in theological contro- 
versies at that time were Christian gen- 
tlemen of the highest order, and their 
theological differences did not weaken 
their confidence in and friendship for 
one another. As an evidence of this, 
let us take the example of Wesley 
and Whitfield. They were the bitterest 
theological opponents; Wesley was an 
Arminian, and Whitfield was a Calvin- 
ist. Their battles ofttimes were of 
the flercest kind, but they were most 
devoted friends, and had the fullest 
confidence in each other. To show this, 
some one is agid to have asked Whit- 
field on one occasion, if he expected to 
see Wesley in heaven; and he replied 
abruptly “I fear not!" And then added, 
“For John Wesley will be so near the 
throne the rest of us will hardly get a 
peep at him.” What a great tribute

As time passed on, the progress of 
this gteat, evangelical revival simply 
revolutionized the whole of Christian 
thought.and conduct, and opened up 
new avenues of service for the church, 
and some of these I want to call your 
attention to at this time.

Christian church. A hundred years 
ago, the non-conformist party, as they 
were called, was almost totally black- 
listed by the church or conformist par- 
ty, in this country, and throughout her 
great and numerous colonies. There 
was almost no fellowship in statesman- 
ship, society or religion, between what 
was known as the state and non-state 
churches. The non-conformist party 
was looked upon with suspicion, and 
was regarded as a queer and curious 
sort of people. But this feeling was 
not entirely on the side of the. state 
church; it was also held to a great ex- 
tent with. the non-conformists them- 
selves. There was perhaps as much 
hostility on one side as the other. As 
an illustration of this, may I call your 
attention to an experience I had recent- 
ly. I was preaching the 175th anniver- 
sary of a Baptist church in London, and 
while there I was privileged to look 
over some old records; and I found re- 
corded the fact that a minister of that 
church in those early days was ex- 


pelled from the pulpit, and also from 
membership in the church because he 
was on too intimate terms with a 
Church of England clergyman! I sub- 
mit, your Lordship, that a thing like 
that could not occur today; the spirit 
of fellowship has taken in all branches 
of Christian thought and government. 

Then there has come about a broad- 
er charity for the non-Christian. Those 
of us who represent the stars and 
stripes always take great pride in the 
landing of the Pilgrim Fathers upon 
our shores. But we do not forget that 
while they were seeking a wider reli- 
gious tolerance, they became them- 
selves intolerant. We are not unmind- 
ful of the saying that has come down 
to us that while on the first day they 
landed on their knees, the second day 
they landed on the Aborigines. But 
this is no longer the order for propa- 
gating the Christian faith. Even their 
descendants are today in the forefront 
in their advocacy of “Peace on earth 
goodwill toward men.” 

A BROADER 
PHILANTHROPY. 

And then there has come about a 
broader philanthropy, Dr. Strong, of 
New York, that great religious econo- 
mist, says: “The church during the 
last hundred years has reached its 
highest pitch in Chfistian philanthro- 
py.” Every student of church history 
is bound to see that this is true. First 
of all, is it seen in the way the 
church has influenced legislation. Prvo- 
fessor Andrews, of New college, Lon- 
don, says: “It is most interesting to 
take the accounts of parliament from 
1800 onward, and to trace the origin 
of the mass of remedial legislation that 
begins now to appear on the records, 
and which prepared the way for the 
great series of reform bills which have 
given ‘England its modern democracy.” 
The same can be said of the United 
States of America. 

Prominent in the line of legislation 
for the betterment of the social con- 
ditions of humanity which the church, 
during this period, has inspired, we 
might mention: 

1. Legislation against the slavery of 
child labor in the great workshops and 
factories of England and the United 
States. 

2. Legislation in favor of 
conditions of the prisons. 

3. Legislation for the better protec- 
tion of the poor. 

4. Legislation for the breaking of 
the shackles of human slavery. 

5. Legislation providing for shorter 
hours of work, and more time for 
recreation. 

6. Legislation in favor of a better 
regulation, and in many sections of the 
United States a complete prohibition of 
the liquor traffic. 

7. Legislation in

wonderful stride that has been made, 
by the direct influence of the church |

cially for the United States of America 
in this regard, it is only necessary to 
say what has been said by another: 
“One of the most striking facts about 
education in the United States is its 
great number of distinctly Christian 
high schools, colleges and universities, 
in many cases with tremendous en- 
dowments, that have sprung up dur- 
ing the last fifty years, and today will 
rank with the best in the work that 
is done. They are found in all parts 
of the country, from the mountain 
coves to the crowded cities 


WORLD-WIDE ( 


MISSIONS. 
Thirdly, it is seen also in the propa- 


gation of world-wide missions. It is 
true that as far back as 1702 the old 
London Missionary society, for the 
propagation of the gospel in foreign 
parts, was founded. But as @ matter 
of fact, it had special reference to the 
American colonies. It remained for 
William Carey, the consecrated shoe- 


cobbler, in 1793, to start the church 


| 


movement for the conquest of the 
world, which has led the church to 
proclaim the international character of 
Christianity. 

Since that time, the church in all 
parts of the English speaking world 
has gone forward by leaps and bounds 
in carrying the gospel to the remotest 
parts of the earth. And today, prac- 
tically the whole round globe presents 
open doors for the preaching of the 
gospel, and the civilization of the 
church. The result of this missionary 
propaganda by the English speaking 
world has been of a twofold character. 
First, it has led to the salvation of 
millions of souls. But in addition to 
this, it has created an entirely new 
civilization for the non-Christian 
world. Dr. Dennis, the author of 
“Ohristian Missions and Social Prog- 
ress," says: “Christianity has been 
building better than it knew in estab- 
lishing its missions in the heart of these 
ancient social systems. The sociologi- 
cal awakening in Christendom 
more impressive than the hitherto al- 
most unnoticed achievements of mis- 
sions abroad in the same general direc- 
tion, in securing the enfranchisement 
of human rights, the introduction of 
new social ideals and the overthrow of 
traditional evils.” 

In illustration of these 
statements, attention may 
to the following aspects .of 
ject: and here again I quote 
from Dr. Dennis. 

VARIOUS ASPECTS 
OF THE SUBJECT. 


Firstly, the personal character of 
Christian converts, by virtue of its in- 
fluence and example, has become a 
ministry which has contributed to the 
welfare and moral cleansing of 
clety. 

Secondly, the transformation of the 
individual habits in non-Christian 
communities has worked a gradual 
change for the better in the larger col- 
lective life. 

Thirdly, the family relationship has 
responded to the influence of this 
change in its individual members, and 
the whole «conomy of domestic living 
has thus .-en affected. 

Fourthly, the larger realm wof com- 
munal or tribal life has also been per- 
meated by forceful moral influences 
which have worked a profound change 
in its spirit and practice. Social in- 
stitutions and customs wider in their 
scope, and more invincible in their 
sway, have responded in their turn, 
and revolutionary changes have come 
about as the result of the more or less 
aggressive influence of Christian prin- 
ciples. , 

Fifthly, the national development 
has, in time, been affected, and changes 
which may be classed as political and 
judicial in character, with sometimes 
an international significance, have 
been introduced into the evolution of 
the backward races. 

Sixthly, commercial 
have been found to be not 
outside the sphere of missionary in- 
fluence, and new opportunities, as well 
as new facilities having a manifest 
import, have followed the ad- 
vent of missions. 

Seventh, the evangelistic uplift, 
the religious life in non-Christian en- 
vironments has generally been of in- 
cisive social significance, and has pro- 
duced many and great changes for the 
better in the practical everyday routine 
of life.

Milan was Napoleon's first capital, 
his training school in the trade of em- 
pire. From the fields of his military 
victories, where he vanquished four 
Austrian generals and five Austrian 
armies, winning his way in a year 
twice across the Alps and from the 
shores of the Mediterranean to the 
valley of the Danube, he dashed into |

They were a merry lot, hardly more

SOLDIER AND STATESMAN. 


A man must be more than warrior 
to win high fame. The sword was but 
a single tool in the kit of Alexander 
and Caesar, Charlemagne and Napo- 
leon. 

The combination always and ev- 
erywhere §irreSistible. Happily the 
American Revolution found it in Wash- 
ington, and happily the American Civil 
War did not find it in any of its gen- 
erals. 

As soon as Napoleon arrived in Italy 
he proceeded to act as soldier, diplo- 
mat and law giver. The directors at 
Paris protested, but he replied with 
victories in war and statesmanship, 
and dared them to displace him. 

He found the nearly 20,000,000 Ital- 
lans separated into a dozen nationali- 
ties, and half of them under alien con- 
querors. Patriotism was only a dream, 
and the dreamers were in prison or 
exile. 
pressed passion, and with a large and 
generous Vision, disregarding and de- 
fying his government, he laid the cor- 
ner stone of united Italy. In one short, 
crowded year Italy was revolutionized 
and republicanized from the summit of 
the Alps to the summit of the Apen- 
nines with only the kingdom of Sar- 
dinia and the duchy of Parma stand- 
ing as the spared monuments of the 
old order of things. 

But everywhere Napoleon was the 
republic. He con@ked the Italians in 
a great assembly for the first time. 
He brought the best minds and spirits 
of Italy into the government, recalling 
many exiles to share in the upbuilding 
of a nation, the Cisalpine republic. But 
he himself was the lawgiver, and con- 
stitutions were drafted under his eyes. 

At the same time he stretched out 
his arm to his fatherland, Corsica, and 
reestablished French rule there, the 
English taking flight and carrying 
away with them Paoll and Napoleon's 
nemesis, Pozzo di Borgo.

ROME. AND VENICE. 


In all his pulling down of thrones, 
there was one that Napoleon shrank 
from laying hands on, the venerable 
throne of Peter. He invaded and dis- 
membered the Papal States, but, al- 
though continually urged by the di- 
rectors to seize Rome, he spared the 
eternal city, not even choosing to step 
foot in it. 

He only postponed the fate of Rome, 
however, until a successor at the head 
of the Amy of Italy entered the city 
and carried off Pope Pius VI to die in 
captivity at Valence.

See inspired in him restrained Napo- 
leon in dealing with Venice, which, 
notwithstanding the virtuous outcry of 
many historians, was perhaps the least 
deserving state in all Italy.

While Napoleon rifled the strong 
boxes of the Italian princes and his 
generals rioted in peculations, the fore- 
most savants of France were joying in 
the robbery of the galleries and her 
naturalists ravaged the gardens and 
museums of the country. The Romans 
never exulted more proudly or loudly 
at the triumph of a returning con- 
queror in his chariot with his long pro- 
cession of human spoils than the Pari- 
Sians as they watched the parade of 
carts piled high with the looted art of 
Italy on its way to the Louvre. 

The coming of Raphael's “Transfigur- 
ation, of the Apollo Belvidere,” of the 
Capitoline Gladiator, of the Laocoon, 
of the bronze horses of Venice and 
the winged lion of St. Mark, of the 
immortal creations of Titian, Corregio 
and the rest of the old masters sym- 
belized to the popular imagination bet- 
ter than any other trophies the flatter- 
ing thought that Paris was mistress 
of the world and that France had suc- 
ceeded to the grandeur that was Rome 

Napoleon often has been indicted for 
this rape of Italian art. But the indict- 
ment more rightly lies against the age 
in which he lived, when war was 
adorned with none of our pleasing 
modern disguises and stood forth still 
in all its primitive nakedness, without 
a veil to dissemble its ineradicable bru- 
tality. As men went out to murder one 
another then they did not strain at the 
lesser crimes of arson and Jdareeny. 

It was eighteen years after the spoli- 
ation of Italy when the bells of London 
rang with joy over the burning of the 
capitol and white house at Washing- 
ton. Many more years were to pass 
before war was refined by Geneva rules 
of etiquette.
